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‘The suecess achieved with the torpedo by the Japa- 
nese at Port Arthur curiously illustrates the fallacy of 
the arguments advanced by our Naval Board of Construc- 
tion to justify their decision to omit torpedo tubes from 
the armored cruisers and battleships following the Maine 
class. To the credit of Admiral Bradford it should 
be remembered that he persistently opposed the policy 
adopted by the vote of the two other members of the 
board, Admirals O’Neil and Bowles, who argued 
that battleships would never approach near enough 
to use the torpedo, its range being limited to 
800 yards at maximum speed, and that the fixed tube re- 
stricted the direction of the torpedo. These arguments 
prevailed in spite of the fact that modern torpedoes have 
a range of 3,000 yards at high speed and an effective 
range of 1,500 to 2,000 yards and that the gyroscope 
makes it possible to fire the torpedo in any direction from 
a fixed tube so that it is now recognized as an accurate 
weapon, as the Japanese have shown it to be. The ar 
gument of the board against the torpedo, because of the 
difficulty of installation, is completely answered by the 
experience of foreign services, and as to the extra weigh’ 
it is shown that it would add only 30 tons to a battle- 
ship and increase the draft from one-half inch to one 
inch, according to the size of the ship. There is nothing 
in the experience of foreign services to show that there 
is any such danger from the tube remaining stuck out as 
the majority of the board apprehends, and the torpedo 
hole is no more objectionable than other holes now found 
in our ships. It is greatly to the honor of our Navy 
that the officers who have expressed an opinion have 
shown themselves substantially unanimous in favor of 
the torpedo tubes. This was exemplified in the interest- 
ing discussion before the Naval Institute inaugurated by 
Comdr. J. B. Murdock, U.S.N., and participated in by 
Rear Admiral Bradford, Captains Goodrich, Ingersoll, 
Sperry, Stockton and Drake, Commanders Barry and 
liske, Lieut. Comdrs. W. L. Rodgers and Bernadou, 
Lieutenants Hill, Chandler and McLean and Asst. Naval 
Constr. T. G. Roberts, In this discussion Lieutenant 
Commander Bernadou said: “The range and power of 
torpedoes is largely undervalued at the present time. 
This is the epoch of gunnery; we run to fads and are 
prone to disregard what is not the interest of the mo- 
ment; hence the power and use of the torpedo is largely 
overlooked to-day.” It was not overlooked by Japan; it 
his not been overlooked by other naval nations, and if 
the sentiment of our Navy had not been forbidden ex- 
pression by the domination of a board, it would not have 
been overlooked in Washington and the Navy of the 
nost ingenious and enterprising nation in the world left 
to bring up the tail of the procession in the march of na- 
val improvement. Fortunately, however, the protests 
against the action of the Construction Board prevailed 
at Washington, and the board was overruled by the Sec- 
retary. The Bureau of Ordnance is now preparing es- 
timates as to the cost of changing the plans of all the 
now battleships and armored cruisers, beginning with 
the Pennsylvania, so as to provide for submerged torpe- 
does. ‘The fact that several of the Russian ships at 
lort Arthur were damaged below the water line indi- 
cates that they were hit by submerged torpedoes. If 
this proves true it will, of course, greatly strengthen the 
contention of naval officers that these should be put in 
all battleships and armored cruisers. It is practically 
certain now that this will be done.

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The opinion expressed by Lieut. Lloyd H. Chandler, 
U.S.N., in his lecture on the automobile torpedo before 
the Naval War College, that the torpedo is destined to 
play an increasingly important part in naval warfare, 





may be regarded now as somewhat in the nature of a 
prophecy which has already been practically fulfilled at 
Port Arthur. Lieutenant Chandler regards the use of 
automobile torpedoes for purposes of harbor defense as 
specially valuable. “In this work,” he says, as reported 
in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, “the automo- 
bile torpedo is without a rival. The ease with which it 
may be operated is scarcely appreciated. Two men may 
stand in the water and point the torpedo while another 
pulls the starting lever, and good shooting is easily pos- 
sible by this method.” As for the accuracy of aim ob- 
tainable, it may be noted that of twelve torpedoes fired 
during a recent test one got caught in the tube, but the 
eleven others all hit between the turret flags of the tar- 
get at distances ranging from 800 to 1,000 yards. “I 
believe that in all harbor defense work,” Lieutenant 
Chandler continues, “but especially in those harbors 
where the use of stationary mines is beset with unusual 
difficulties, the use of the automobile torpedo is an ab- 
solute necessity, and one that it is very unwise to neglect 
in the way we are now doing. Regular shore submerged 
batteries, with powerful torpedoes; extemporized shore 
batteries, submerged or otherwise, with our Service wea- 
pon, and the mobile torpedo batteries furnished by 
the submarine boats, taken in connection with such sta- 
tionary mines as can be used, and an outer and constant- 
ly shifting line of regular torpedo-boats will, beyond 
question, form a defensive barrier that it would be mad- 
ness for a hostile fleet to attempt. In a word, such a 
force would, I believe, render any such thing as forcing 
a harbor or maintaining a successful blockade impossible 
except at such a cost that no nation would be able to 
stand it.” Lieutenant Chandler advances the opision 
that while the battleship is the backbone of a navy, the 
torpedo is an important adjunct. He says: “I see no rea- 
son why a range of 5,000 yards with a speed for that dis- 
tance of thirty knots should not be attained, by a torpedo 
carrying 200 pounds of explosive, and such a weapon 
should give a speed of over forty knots for 1,000 yards. 
From a shore battery, where range and position of the 
enemy can be readily determined, such a weapon should 
be absolutely accurate and reliable.”

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With the formal inauguration of the first President 
of the Republic of Panama on Feb. 20 and the ratifica- 
tion of the Panama Canal Treaty by the United States 
Senate on Feb. 23, our relations and responsibilitie 
with regard to Central America may be said to hav: 
entered upon the most important period in their his 
tory. For disguise it as we may, no matter whether it 
be pleasant or unpleasant, the fact remains that we have 
to all intents and purposes established a protectorate 
over the new republic whereby we are under obligations 
to maintain its independence and preserve its territorial 
integrity in all emergencies and at our own expense. This 
is not likely to prove a difficult or costly task at an 
time, but it does mean that changing conditions hav« 
compelled us to acquire a closer and more definite re- 
lationship with certain Central and South American 
nations. As with Cuba, so we have with Panama by 
voluntary agreement in each case assumed a limited su 
pervisory authority over the fiscal and treaty-making 
projects of both countries, binding ourselves in return 
to uphold their sovereignty and guarantee their terri- 
tory against invasion. While this obligation, as already 
suggested, is not likely ever to require the exercise of 
physical strength, it is bound, particularly in the case 
of Panama, to impose highly important duties upon the 
United States Army and Navy. The assured construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal has already required the 
sending of a considerable military force to the Isthmus, 
and this force will probably be increased as canal work 
advances. To maintain peace and order and the neces- 
sary health regulations among the 40,000 or 50,000 
workmen who will be employed in the canal zone is a 
task that will require the presence of a large and ef- 
fective force which the Army is alone able to supply. In 
addition, the extensive defensive works which must be 
constructed and garrisoned at both ends of the canal 
will require the employment of considerable bodies of 
troops. It is evident that these conditions, together -with 
our expanding interests in the Caribbean and the con- 
sequent development of important naval bases in Cuba 
and at Culebra, mean that we are to witness the perma- 
nent transfer of a more considerable portion of our mili- 
tary and naval strength to lower latitudes than any in 
which we have hitherto maintained regular stations in 
the Western hemisphere. The vigorous policy of canal 
construction, which the Government is about to insti- 
tute, is rich in opportunities for the genius of American 
military engineering and for new triumphs of the United 
States Army as a constructive agency.

Now that the Isthmian canal question has been sat- 
isfactorily disposed of, it is probable that the Govern- 
ment at Washington will soon devote its energies to the 
scandalous situation which has arisen in San Domingo 
Foreign interests in that country are threatened with 
destruction, and this fact has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the United States by various European counries 
with a pointed intimation that unless we interfere they 
will, thus bringing about another experience like the 
blockading of Venezuelan seaports by England, Germany 
and Italy in 1902. The threat of European interfer- 


ence, the recent killing of an enlisted man of the United — 


States Navy at Santo Domingo City and the widespread 
terrorism and crime which have destroyed the industries 


of the country all combine to require that the United 
States Government shall assert its influence promptly and 
effectively for the restoration of peace and order. There 
is, happily, the amplest assurance that this shall be done 
and that all needful force will be exercised to ‘insure the 
safety of life and property. There is a declared purpose 
on the part of certain representatives of San Domingo 
in this country to force the United States into annexing 
San Domingo, but it is plain that no such method of 
settling the matter will be adopted, save as a last re- 
sort. Wisely or unwisely, the Government has decided 
that it does not want the territory. It does want peace, 
however, and is resolved to establish and maintain it at 
whatever cost. In effecting that result it will simply be 
abating an international nuisance, which has become 
both intolerable and dangerous, 

The following interesting official despatch was re 
ceived by the Navy Department, under date of Feb. 24, 
from Lieut. Commander Marsh, United States naval at- 
taché at Tokio, Japan: “The foreign naval at- 
tachés will not be permitted to accompany the Japanese 





fleets. Will be provided for at Imperial headquarters, 
probably Kioto, Japan, next month; later, possibly, 
Tsus-Sing Island, Japan.—Marsh.” Lieut. Newton 


A. McCully of the Navy has left for St. Peters- 
burg, Russia, where he will endeavor to obtain 
permission to go aboard a Russian man-of-war as 
an observer. It is stated upon excellent authority that 
it is not, and never has been, the intention to assigr 
Lieutenant McCully to duty as United States naval at- 
taché at St. Petersburg. If Lieutenant McCully is un- 
able to obtain permission to join a Russian ship he will 
go to Tokio, Japan, where he has heen assigned to duty 
as naval attaché. Permission for four officers of the 
Army to accompany the Japanese land forces as ob- 
servers was received by the State Department from 
Tokio. Japan, on Feb. 20. The Russian Government 
has replied to the request of the State Department for 
permission for four officers to be with the Russian land 
forces by stating that it reserves final reply to the re- 
quest until March 15, but it is now believed that the 
necessary permission will finally be granted. The four 
officers to be with the Japanese Army are: Col. B. H. 
Crowder, Judge Advocate’s Department and General 
Staff; Capt. Peyion C. March, Art. Corps and General 
Staff; Capt. John F. Morrison, 20th Inf., now in Manila; 
and Capt. Joseph FE. Kuhn, Corps of Engineers, also 
now in Manila. Colonel Crowder and Captain March 
left Washington this week for San Francisco whence 
they will sail for Japan. Lieut. Col. James T. Kerr, Ad- 
jutant General’s Department and General Staff, will 
succeed Colonel Crowder in charge of the Ist Division 
of the General Staff.

The Portugese, French and Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernments have been addressed by the State Department 
with the inquiry whether the visit on a practice cruise 
late in April of a fleet of ten American warships will 
be acceptable. It is fully expected that the replies will 
be favorable and that the fleet will start from Pensa- 
cola. It will consist of the battleship squadron, com- 
prising the Kearsarge, flagship; the Alabama, Maine, 
Illinois, Massachusetts and Missouri; the cruiser squad- 
ron which is to go to the European station comprising 
the cruisers Olympia, as flagship, Baltimore, the new 
protected cruisers Cleveland and Denver or Des Moines. 
Upon the conclusion of target practice in April, the fleet 
will proceed to Porto Rico and thence across to Lisbon, 
where the men will be given shore.leave, The fleet will 
remain there for three weeks. It is hoped the fleet may 
proceed thence to Villefranche and Trieste, returning 
to home waters some time in July, It has been decided 
that maneuvers on the New England coast have proved 
so dangerous and costly that the efficiency of the fleet 
can best be served by a long practice cruise such as that 
planned for Lisbon and by one series of maneuvers in 
the winter than by combined maneuvers with the Army 
in the summer. This cruise was planned by Secretary 
Moody and Rear Admiral Taylor last summer and at- 
tention is called to it now that we may avail ourselves 
of the opportunity to announce that the visit of so large 
a fleet to the Mediterranean is absolutely without politi- 
eal significance.

Noting a report that the two companies of Coast Ar- 
tillery, the 66th and 67th, now stationed at Honolulu, 
will be replaced in April with a detachment of Infantry, 
the Hawaiian Gazette urges the civil authorities of Ha- 
waii to try to persuade the Government to maintain a 
permanent garrison of at least one thousand men in 
that city. This plan is not urged because of any fear 
that Hawaii is in danger of invasion, but partly because 
the climate of Hawaii is so helpful to men whose vitality 
is on the decline and partly because the presence of a 
regimental post in Honolulu would add so much to the at- 
tractions of the city besides contributing substantially 
to local business interests. The Gazette is quite sure 
that the President and the Secretary of War could be in- 
duced to favor the project if it can be executed without 
disarranging the present system of distributing troops, 
and is anxious that it shal] be brought to their attention 
without delay. As a sort of half way post between the 
United States and the Philippines, Hawaii possesses at- 
tractions which cannot be denied, and that it would be 
popular with the Army is beyond question, but whether 
the Government can be induced to look at the matter in 
that light is not so certain, _ 
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The Surgeon General of the Army has prepared an 
elaborate statement of his reasons for urging the en- 
largement of the Army General Hospital in the District 
of Columbia on lines which shall not only make it avail- 
able for the use of the Army in time of peace, but for 
its expansion in time of war. He holds that the hos- 
pital now used is entirely inadequate in size and in ac- 
commodations and is imperfect in construction. It was 
built years ago for a post hospital for the use of the 
post of Washington Barracks and has few of the ac- 
commodations which a general hospital should have. The 
total cost of the building was less than $35,000, and 
having been used for over ten years, it is worn and being 
largely built of timber, has shrunk and settled until it 
is no longer possible to maintain it in the perfect sani- 
tary condition absolutely necessary where aseptic sur- 
gical operations are to be performed. It has a total bed 
capacity of sixty; usually all available space is occupied 
by patients, leaving no room for the nurses to sleep in 
the building. There ure no private rooms for special 
cases nor for officers. Although the hospital is largely 
used for surgical cases, there are no rooms for anes- 
thesia nor for recovery. The upper story has a low ceil- 
ing under a Mansard roof and is almost unendurably hot 
in summer. Apart from the other advantages of having 
a large and thoroughly equipped modern hospital for 
military patients in the District of Columbia, the Sur- 
geon General points out that such an _ establishment 
would be of incalculable benefit to students at the Army 
Medical School. It is essential to the success of train- 
ing in this school that officers be instructed in hospital 
administration as applied to military hospitals, military 
surgery, Hospital Corps drill, establishment of field hos- 
pitals and like subjects which pertain particularly to 
military-medical methods. ‘These subjects can only be 
taught practically by having a general hospital and a 
company of instruction near the school. Efficient train- 
ing at the Army Medical School, therefore, requires that 
a general hospital with a company of instruction at- 
tached be located at some place not far distant from the 
school. 








An interesting comparison of American artillery with 
foreign artillery was drawn by Brig. Gen. John P. Story, 
Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., in the course of his hearing 


before the sub-committee of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations in charge of the _ Forti- 
fication Appropriation bill on February 11. After 


remarking that he was not yet ready to ask for an in- 
crease in the Artillery for the reason that the officers are 
not fully educated, and that the only way to find out 
whether men are efficient artillerists is to ascertain what 
they can do in shooting, General Story continued: “The 
only thing that makes the Artillery efficient is to hit, and 
we do not know that they can hit until they try, and we 
cannot hit unless we can keep our men thoroughly and 
effectively trained. Now, I presume, although I have not 
compared the reports, there is no force in the country 
that has been doing as good shooting as at Fort Monroe. 
There every day they have a steamer plying to and fro 
between the guns and have men for the whole period of 
the trial predicting the position where this boat will be. 
I read two or three days ago of the Japanese fleet being 
in front of the fortifications of Port Arthur three miles 
distant. I should be amazed if any fleet should stand off 
of Fort Monroe three miles distant, although our posi- 
tion-finder there is only a temporary one and not as good 
as we hope to have. A temporary position-finding station 
can be readily knocked out. When we get a better in- 
stallation it can be better protected. It is accurate po- 
sition-finding that makes a gun effective. Otherwise an 
engagement would have to waste ammunition. I be- 
lieve we have the best developed system of range finders 
in the world without any question. We have tried to 
get what information we can from our foreign attachés, 
and there is not any place from which we have been able 
to learn anything further. We have developed: tremen- 
dously in the last four or five years.”

It having been found that the Kentucky can with cun- 
venience be detached from the Asiatic Station, Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans has cabled the Navy Department 
that he will sail from the Asiatic Station for New York 
about March 25. He will be succeeded in command of 
the Asiatic Station by Rear Admiral Philip H. Cooper, 
now commanding the Cruiser Squadron, whose present 
command will be taken by Rear Admiral Yates Stirling, 
now in command of the Philippine Squadron, who will 
in turn be succeeded by Rear Admiral William M. Fol- 
ger. Upon his return to Washington Rear Admiral Evans 
will be assigned to the Light House Board. He will not 
be made Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The De- 
partment was previously informed that the flagship was 
going to Hong Kong to be docked in order that her Kings- 
ton valves may be repaired. While the vessel was in dock 
an examination of her bottom would be made and if ex- 
tensive repairs were necessary, the Kentucky would come 
home at once, via Suez, making the usual stops, and upon 
arrival at New York will be docked and overhauled. The 
Department has not been informed whether the remainder 
of the battleship squadron accompanied the Kentucky 
to Hong Kong. The cruiser squadron has been ordered 
to assemble at Shanghai and while during the Far East- 
ern war it will probably be necessary from time to tim 
to send a vessel northward to keep up communication 
with the American agents at Niu-chwang, Chemulpo, 
Ohefoo and Seoul, the vessels will make their headquar- 


ters at Shanghai. The statement was authorized this 
week that not only was the policy of the Administratior 
toward the Far Eastern war to be one of complete neu- 
trality, but that everything necessary would be done to 
make this fact apparent.

Capt. Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., has written a let- 
ter to Capt. Willard H. Brownson, Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy, strongly urging that a department 
of annals and episodes, or records and reminiscences 
be established in the Naval Institute, to which all Navy 
officers, old and young, shall be invited to contribute 
anything and everything in the way of biographical or 
autobiographical notes, accounts of expeditions, walking 
trips, hunting excursions in remote corners of the world, 
extraordinary experiences in storms at sea, episodes of 
war time (especially during the Mexican and Civil 
Wars), landing parties and cutting-out parties, encoun- 
ters with savages and with unfriendly civilized foreign- 
ers, tales of the old duelling times, occurrences illus- 
trating the life and esprit of the old navy, and above all, 
yarns—yarns humorous, yarns tragic, yarns descriptive, 
yarns personal. Captain Goodrich contends, and with 
ample reason, that there is a vast fund of anecdote and 
incident, much of it of real historic interest, in the un- 
written annals of the Navy, which should be preserved 
for posterity, and he points out that if this matter were 
collected, edited and published our Naval Institute would 
be to us what the Royal United Service Institution is to 
the British navy—a museum of naval history, naval tro- 
phies and naval art, the fitting repository of story and 
tradition, a gallery of portraits, in short the very center 
of the navy’s intellectual life. Prof. Philip R. Alger, 
U.S.N., Secretary of the Naval Institute, heartily ap- 
proves of Captain Goodrich’s proposition, and states 
that the Board of Control of the Institute is in full 
sympathy with it. The chances are therefore that the 
project will soon take practical form. 





Representative Burton, of Ohio, who is admittedly one 
of the ablest members of the House, celebrated Washing- 
ton’s birthday by making a speech in opposition to the 
Naval Appropriation, which for his own sake he might 
better have left unuttered. He declared that our present 
policy of naval construction meant that the United 
States was preparing for war, that the Government is 
secretly fostering a desire for further triumphs on the 
sea, and that our public leaders are aiming to transform 
the country into a swashbuckler among nations. That 
utterances like these should come from a man of Mr. 
Burton’s character and ability at a time when condi- 
tions in the Far East threaten to disturb the peace of 
the world, is positively amazing. The statesmen of ev- 
ery naval power in the world appreciate the danger, and 
he who appreciates it without preparing to meet it is a 
victim of the over-confidence which leads nations and 
men to disaster. Our need of naval expansion is a vi- 
cissitude of our national greatness in the commerce of 
the world. Is our magnificent trade with other nations 
worth having and increasing? If so, it must be protected, 
and that means that we must do a full share in the work 
of policing the seas. Wherever our enormous sea-going 
traffic is looked upon with envious eyes, or wherever 
American influence as a promoter of peace and civiliza- 
tion is resented, Mr. Burton’s expressions will be read 
with the keenest exultation. 

While the decree of The Hague Arbitration Tribunal 
in the matter of the claims preferred against Venezuela 
by England, Germany and Italy is distinctly disappoint- 
ing to the United States, there is nothing to do but ac- 
cept it in good faith. The substance of the decree, which 
represents the undivided opinion of the court, is that the 
three blockading powers, England, Germany and Italy, 
have rights preferential over the United States and the 
other claimant nations. The doctrine which holds that 
a nation that blockades the ports of another in order to 
collect a debt thereby acquires rights preferential to those 
of a third nation which declines to join in the blockade 
is both novel and startling. It seems designed to en- 
courage the very oppressions and injustices which The 
Hague Tribunal was meant to abolish. The decision 
will have the effect of discrediting the arbitration ‘Lrib- 
unal, which is designed to settle in a new way questions 
which have heretofore been settled, and much better set- 
tled, by diplomacy and without war. A tribunal gov- 
erned by the narrow rules of legal interpretation is not 
the one to determine disputes between nations. It is 
not likely that any question involving the real risk of 
war will ever be submitted to The Hague and where na- 

tionai sentiment is aroused war will come, as in the case 
of our war with Spain and the present war between Rus- 
sia and Japan, before any question for an arbitration 
tribunal can be formulated. 


The objection to any further reduction of our regular 
military force in the Philippines is newly emphasized by 
the killing of a lieutenant and six enlisted men of the 
native constabulary by a band of five hundred bolomen 
in the Island of Samar. The increasing frequency of 
crimes of this character in various parts of the archi- 
pelago denotes a state of unrest among the ignorant 
classes of the natives which is extremely disquieting and 
should put an end to the talk about withdrawing the 
Regular troops. The transfer of the administration to 
the civil authorities has brought about conditions in many 
provinces which are positively dangerous. The ladrones 











and other outlaws know that the Army can do nothing 
except on the request of the civilian officials, and tb 
knowledge has prompted them in many instances to 
manifestations of contempt for American auth 
There appears indeed to be a keen sense of insecuri 
civilian circles in Manila and elsewhere in the

at constabulary headquarters in the town of Vigan, it 
frankly admitted that great activity prevails among sev- 
eral large bands of armed outlaws, and that several for- 
mer insurgent leaders are still trying to organize another 
insurrection. The whole tone of Governor Wright’s re- 
port is apprehensive and unconvincing and the impres- 
sion it conveys is that the situation in the islands is by 
no means what it should be nor what it was under the 
military administration. 





Definite action in the case of the nomination of Brig. 
Gen, Leonard Wood to be major general may be expected 
from the Senate at any time now, although it is barel: 
possible that after giving the matter some consideration 
it will be deemed best to let the nomination go over with- 
out action until the next session of Congress. The oppo- 
sition to the confirmation will be led by Senator Scott, 
of West Virginia, who made the minority report from 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. He has been 
placed in possession of all the papers held by the late 
Senator Hanna against confirmation, including the brief 
prepared by Senator Hanna and his partly written argu- 
ment, which he will submit to the Senate when General 
Wood’s case comes up in executive session. Senator 
Scott will receive the support of Senators Blackburn 
and Teller, as well as of several Democratic Senators 
and a few Republicans. It is now impossible to say how 
the fight will end, although it is generally believed that 
if the case actually comes to a vote this session General 
Wood will be confirmed. There is some talk. to the ef- 
fect that for political reasons it would be best to allow 
this nomination and all of those dependent upon it to g« 
over without action until the next session of Congress. 


The board of Navy officers of which Rear Admiral 
George A. Converse is the president, appointed to con- 
sider the question of proper training in engineering 
duties for officers of the Navy, has held several informal 
meetings and considered the many plans that have been 
submitted to it in and out of the Service. No decision has 
yet been reached by the board, the principal obstacle 
with which they have to contend in recommending any 
scheme being the lack of officers to attend even to the 
regular line duties aboard the ships in commission. The 
plan which seems to meet with the most favorable con- 
sideration, however, is one which proposes that a certain 
proportion of officers be selected each year in a certain 
grade, say lieutenant, junior grade, who will be made 
to specialize in engineering work and be given a special 
course of training in that duty. It is said at the Navy 
Department that excellent engineers are being constant- 
ly obtained from among the younger line officers, and 
attention is called to the fact that the training in en- 
gineering now given every midshipman at the Naval 
Academy is better than that which was formerly given 
engineering students there in the days of the Engineer 
Corps of the Navy. 





The new battalion of six hundred marines which is 
under orders to proceed from San Francisco to the 
Philippines will be in command of Major C. A. Doyen, 
recently in charge of the School of Application at An- 
napolis. With him will go all but four of the marine 
officers who have been taking the course at this school. 
The detachment of Major Doyen and of the student 
officers will not prevent the continuance of the school, 
to which an officer will soon be assigned to succeed 
Major Doyen. 








In publishing in our issue of Feb. 13, p. 631, an ac 
count of the New York’s target practice at Panama 
in January last, derived from a private letter, it was 
stated that one 8-inch gun fired four shots in 34 seconds. 
The officia! record of the practice shows that this was 
evidently a clerical error, as the figures should have been 
84 seconds. As it is important that the officers of the 
Navy shouid be correctly informed in these matters we 
make this correction.

Secretary of the Navy.” The charge grew out of the 
collision last December in New York harbor of the tor- 
pedo-boat Winslow, which Lieutenant Nelson command- 
ed, and the ferryboat America. It was charged that 
Lieutenant Nelson did not cause a proper lookout to be 
kept and that he did not take the necessary precautions 
in the steering of the Winslow to prevent the accident 
The court, acquitted him of that part of the specifica- 
tion which alleged a proper lookout was not kept, but 
found him guilty of the other specification. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy approved the finding and sentence, but 
held that the publication of the court-martial order in 
this case was in itself a sufficient reprimand. Speak- 
ing of this case, a former officer of the Navy, who 
is thoroughly familiar with the conditions he describes, 
says: “We all know what ferryboats and their pilots 
are. Those boats are like ice wagons on the street—all 
small and delicate craft must yield the road to them. 
Their pilots obey the law as to whistles among them- 
selves, but let a strange small craft or a steam yacht ap- 
pear and the rules about whistles are deliberately dis- 
regarded. I have navigated the East River with my 
eighty-foot steam yacht and will swear to the truth of 
this statement. Lieutenant Nelson is undoubtedly a vic- 
tim of precisely the same sort of treatment, and his story 
should be credited as against that of any ordinary ferry 
pilot. He is a fine and enthusiastic officer who has per- 
formed invaluable work, particularly with the submarine 
boats. He has had charge of eight or ten submarines of 
the Holland type belonging to the Government, and has 
drilled their crews so that their members can all exchange 
places, the result being that if by any accident a man be- 
low is disabled another one is at hand to assume the vic- 
tim’s duties in addition to his own. The navigation of 
submarines is a new business, and Lieutenant Nelson has 
mastered it. It was he who ran by the fort in Newport 
harbor last fall, far below the surface and entirely unob- 
served. For three years I have watched him at work 
tuning up the submarines at New Suffolk, and I can as- 
sure you that he is so valuable an officer that it would 
be a misfortune to the Navy to have his interests ad- 
versely affected by the statements of any East River 


ferry pilot.”

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, commander-in-chief of 
the Asiatic station, has cabled the Navy Department, 
in response to its request for the detachment from the 
battleship Oregon of Paym. Harry E. Biscoe, who is 
desired for duty at the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
that Mr. Biscoe is now under arrest, pending his court- 
martial for neglect of duty. He is charged with being 
short in his stores to the value of $2,600, the charges 
having been preferred by the commandant of the Oregon. 
It was Paymaster Biscoe who protested to the Navy De- 
Department against the severity of the language used by 
Admiral Evans in reviewing the case of Asst. Paym. 
Rishworth Nicholson. Paymaster Biscoe’s protest was 
against Admiral Evans’s arraignment of the court for its 
alleged inadequate sentence. The father-in-law of Mr. 
Biscoe, L. R. Hamersly, who is also the father-in-law of 
R. B. Roosevelt, jr., the President’s cousin, said toa World 
reporter with reference to this despatch: “Biscoe, who 
had been paymaster of the Oregon for three years, and 
who is thought of very highly by the heads of his de- 
partment, was ordered to transfer his accounts to the 
paymaster of the Solace and return to this country. On 
his arrival it was intended to give him one of the highest 
posts in his department. Knowing that he was to 
be detached from the squadron, Captain Burwell, of the 
Oregon, a friend of Admiral Evans, arranged to take the 
present action. The Navy Department knew nothing 
about it until it cabled to Manila within the past forty- 
eight hours to find out what the charges were. The an- 
swer was that he was charged with neglect of duty and 
a shortage of $2,600 in his stores. Shortage in stores 
has never before been made a court-martial charge. It 
is a thing that happens to nearly every paymaster after 
an extended tour and is always settled by a board of 
paymasters. If the board decide that the loss is tlhe 
paymaster’s fault the Fourth Auditor charges him with 
the amount. Under the circumstances the Manila cable 
stating that he was $2,600 short in his cash account 
has made us all nearly broken-hearted. No more up- 
right man than Harry Biscoe ever lived and no more 
un-American proceeding than this has taken place in our 
Navy.” Rear Admiral Harris, Paymaster General of 
the Navy, in reply to an inquiry said: e accounts 
of Paymaster Biscoe at the Navy D&partment and at the 
Treasury Department are in perfect condition.”

It took three trains of thirteen cars each (or thirty- 
nine cars all told), to transport one regiment of United 
States troops (about 1,300 men) from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific for service in the Philippines during the War 
with Spain. These cars were the usual big American 
first class passenger cars, and were conveyed over the 
finest lines in the world, and the men were crowded at 
that. With only a single track road for the conveyance 
of troops and supplies to Port Arthur, it will be seen 
what a task the Russians. have to get men and vast sup- 
plies to the front. The Russian troops are transported 
in ordinary freight cars, and in the summer time about 
forty men can accommodated in each car. At this 
season of the year, however, traveling across Siberia with 
the thermometer about 35 to 45 degress below zero, the 
Russian soldiers will certainly require artificial heat. 
The freight cars must carry stoves and fuel; and coal 
trains or special cars with coal must be run with the 
troop cars. In the winter, therefore, it is doubtful if 
more than about thirty men with their equipment can 
be crowded into each car for the long journey across 
Siberia. Some of the hardships the Russian troops have 
te undergo during the winter may be judged from the 
report that some 600 soldiers were frozen to death a few 
days since while marching across Lake Baikal, Eastern 
Siberia. The temporary railroad across the lake is not 








yet completed, and a large detachment of troops was 
sent on a twenty-two mile march over the ice-covered 
lake, and it is presumed part of these troops lost 
their way in a snowstorm and perished. Despatches in 
some of the daily papers have stated that the Russian 
Government was rushing troops across Siberia in open 
ears, It is impossible to see how the men could live un- 
der such conditions in this arctic region. 


The General Staff of the Army has corrected the ex- 
amination papers of the civilian candidates for ap- 
pointment to be 2d lieutenants in the Army and has 
reported that the following named candidates have suc- 
cessfully passed the competitive examination and are 
eligible for appointment in the order named: m4 
Steever, 3d, Hornsby Evans, Harry L. Morse, Charles 
B. Amory, jr., Walton Goodwin, jr., Philip B. Peyton, 
Karl Truesdell, Frederick B. Terrell, Allen R. Williams, 
Howard G. Sharpe, Mark L. Ireland, W. C. F. Nicholson, 
David H. Scott and Chas. A. Dravo. These young men 
will be commissioned as 2d lieutenants after the first class 
at the Military Academy has been graduated. There are 
fifteen vacancies to which civilians are eligible for ap- 
pointment, and, as stated above, fourteen have qualified. 
Of those examined there are still two candidates about 
whom there is some doubt, and it is probable that these 
will be appointed to the remaining vacancies. 














The General Staff of the Army has nearly completed 
its revision of the Army regulations, having received 
from the various staff department heads and the com- 
manding general of the military divisions and depart- 
ments many suggestions which have been adopted. 
Quartermaster eneral Humphrey recommended an 
amendment to the regulations providing that field allow- 
ance baggage may accompany an officer as extra bag- 
gage when he is en route to a new station or for tem- 
porary duty. A recommendation made by General 
Humphrey which will be of especial interest to young 
officers provides for a substitute for the board of 
survey similar in action to the summary court, and which 
would bear the same relation to the summary court as 
the summary court does to the old garrison court-martial. 
This change will greatly reduce what has always seemed 
to be an unnecessary amount of paper work.

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The Wall Street Journal says: “It will be recalled

The board of control of the Naval Institute has 
awarded the annual prize for the best essay on some 
naval subject to Lieut. Simon P. Fullinwider, U.S.N., 
as we have already announced.

The effect of the transfer of the officers of the Adjut- 
ant General’s Department back to the line of the Army 
is shown by the statement following:

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The lack of action on the part of the Senate on the many 
Army nominations depending upon that of Gen. Leonard 
Wood is causing the authorities of the War Department 
much inconvenience. No assignments of colonels to the 
many regiments which lost their colonels through pro- 
motions and retirements can be made until the nomina- 
tions have been confirmed, and the vacancies in the staff 
departments and in the General Staff cannot be filled. 
At the present time, in the event that the Senate con 


firms the nominations now pending before it, there are 
two vacancies in the grade of lieutenant colonel in the 
——— os Department — - in 
that gra nspector General's partmen one 
of these will be filled until the Senate has confirmed the 
rominations of the officers who have been promoted out 
of these staff departments. 





A board of naval officers, consisting of Lieut. Comdrs. 
W. F. Fullam and W. 8. Sims, Lieuts) W. R. Shoe- 
maker, C. B. Brittain and Ridley McLean, is appointed 
for the purpose of revising the various Service drill books 
of the Navy. This board will be guided by gun drills, to 
be submitted by three boards to be appointed in the North 
Atlantic fleet for the purpose of recommendi drills 
for three classes of guns; but in addition to this it is de- 
sired to insert in the drill books all changes and modi- 
fications that are necessary and make them conform to 
the present requirements of service. It is also desired 
to omit all features of an obsolete or perfunctory nature 
and to take advantage of this occasion to correct all 
minor defects and inconsistencies which may exist in 
previous editions and which, if attention were not in- 
vited to them, might creep undetected into a new edition. 
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The State Department has received a protest from the 
Russian Government against the action of Comdr. W. A. 
Marshall, commanding the Vicksburg at Chemulpo, Ko- 
rea. Russia claims that Commander Marshall refused 
to rescue drowning Russian sailors at the engagement 
at Chemulpo, and also objects to his action in refusing 
to enter protest with the naval representatives of neu- 
tral powers against the Japanese attack on Russian 
ships there. It is said at the Navy and State Depart- 
ments that Commander Marshall acted under orders not 
to enter with the other powers into any joint movement 
which would affect the war in any phase. The Navy De- 
partment on Feb. 26 received a long confidential des- 
patch from Commander Marshall, in which he remarks 
that he was the first to offer humanitarian assistance to 
the Russians after the battle of Chemulpo. 


Speaking of General Funston’s recommendation for 
an inerease in the pay of the enlisted men of our Army, 
Leslie’s Weekly says: “If the present rate of pay for 
the private soldier were doubled it would not be a 
penny too much to secure the services of the kind of 
men who would be a credit to the Army and the country 
either in peace or war. The present rate is thirteen 
dollars at the outset, and it never rises above eighteen 
dojlars for a private. As General Funston says, there 
are many parts of the United States where ignorant, 
unskilled laborers working by the day are able to save, 
above their board and clothing, twice the amount re- 
ceived by a private soldier on his second enlistment.” 








Although the Attorney General has stated that he does 
not expect to take an appeal in case of the Philippine 
Volunteers, represented by the Messrs, King, of Wash- 
ington, the Comptroller has decided not to pay any of 
these claims until the ninety days allowed for an appeal 
expires. In accordance with this decision the attorneys 
were advised that no action would be taken until March 
21, when, if the Attorney General does not appeal, settle- 
ments will be immediately begun. The Treasury De- 
partment is already making arrangements to dis of 
the claims on file which represent a considerable fraction 
of the whole. 
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The Comptroller of the Treasury has refused to allow 
the payment of a bill of $55.20 submitted by the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy Department for 
forage supplies by the Depot Quartermaster’s Office, 
Washington, for the use of Rear Admiral Henry T. B. 
Harris, Paymaster General of the Navy. Admiral Har- 
ris said that the horses for which this forage was re- 
quired were used by him for official calling and for 
going from his residence to the Navy Department and 
back. The Comptroller holds that these are not such 
otficial duties as require the use of horses and authorize 
the allowance of forage at public expense. 
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According to a cable from San Juan, Porto Rico, Feb. 
25, an outbreak of diphtheria has occurred on board the 
U.S.S. Monongahela. The entire crew was ordered 
ashore, and the ship disinfected. Twenty-two cases of 
apprentices suffering from sore throats are under ob- 
servation in the tents of the Marine Hospital. No fa- 
talities it was said were feared, 
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The President has selected Rear Admiral George A. 
Converse, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, to succeed 
Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, as Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, when that officer retires on March 5, and 
Capt. Henry N. Manney to succeed as Chief of the Bu- 
rean of Equipment. 
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A despatch from St. Thomas, D.W.I., Feb. 24, states 
that a fight occurred there on Feb. 23 between sailors 
from a Spanish and an American warship which resulted 
in the wounding of several men and an ultimate victory 
for the Americans. 
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Brig. Gen. George F’. Elliott returned to Washington 





this week from Panama, accompanied his aides, and 
will report to the President to the ry of the

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THIRD INFANTRY FOR PANAMA. 


Orders were issued by the War Department on Feb. 
23, directing the 3d Infantry, stationed at Fort Thomas, 
Ky., Columbus Barracks, O., and Fort Sheridan, IIl., 
to proceed by way of New York to the Isthmus of 
Panama to relieve the marines stationed there as United 
States guard. This action was in accordance with the 
policy of the Government to guard the Isthmus by Reg- 
ular troops instead of marines as soon as the Panama 


Canal treaty was ratified, which was done by the Sen~- 
ate on Feb. 23 by a vote of 66 to 14, It is understood 
that the 3d Infantry will sail from New York immediately 
on the transports McClellan and Sumner for Colon, and 
that upon its arrival the marines on the Isthmus will 
be withdrawn and sent to Guantanamo, Porto Rico, Cu- 
lebra and League Island. In connection with the orders 
issued to the 3d, it is announced that Lieut. Col. T. C. 
Woodbury, of the 13th Infantry, has been assigned to 
the command of the 3d, as he will attain the grade of 
celonel upon the retirement of Col. George A. sh, 
who will be retired on his own application with the rank 
to which he was recently promoted. It is also announced 
at the War Department that the 27th Infantry will take 
the stations in this country vacated by the 3d. The 
3d Infantry was selected for duty on the Isthmus of 
Panama at the beginning of the trouble there, and it has 
all along been the intention of the War Department to 
send this regiment tc Panama as soon as it was decided 
to replace the marines with troops. An announcement 
has been made at the War Department that the wives 
and families of the officers and enlisted men of the 3d 
Infantry will not be allowed to accompany the regiment 
to its new station. Later, possibly, it may be arranged 
that the families of the men may join in Panama, but 
this is a matter which is in the indefinite future. The 
3d Infantry returned from the Philippines in April, 
1902, after a service there of two months over three 
years. They have since been stationed at Fort Thomas, 
Ky., Indianapolis Arsenal, Ind., Fort Sheridan, IIl., and 
Columbus Barracks, O. ‘The officers, besides Colonel

The nine hundred marines on the Isthmus will be 
taken first to Guantanamo, where a part of them will 
be retained, about a hundred being used to fill the va- 
eancies in the marine guards at San Juan and Culebra 
and the remainder coming to the United States to take 
the places of those ordered to San Francisco for em- 
barkation to the Philippines. With the six hundred ma- 
rines now under orders to proceed to Manila the total 
force on the Asiatic Station will aggregate 1,500, the 
number urgently asked for by Rear Admiral Evans. The 
Dixie and the Prairie have already been ordered to Co- 
lon to take the marines to Guantanamo. The Infantry 
will have the advantage of the admirable judgment 
shown by General Elliott in locating his camp. which is 
an ideal one so far as conditions upon the Isthmus per- 
mit. The marines have been kept in good health there, 
in spite of the disadvantages of the climate, but this is 
in part due to the admirable discipline maintained. 
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CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION. 


From the present indications it is believed that Con- 
gress will adjourn by May 1, This being election year 
the members of both parties are anxious to get away 
from Washington to attend to their political fences, and 
many matters of importance will, therefore, probably 
be left without action this session. Notwithstanding the 
indications at the beginning of this session many mat- 
ters radically affecting the Army have been recom- 
mended to Congress upon the suggestion of the General 
Staff, but there is slight probability that many of them 
will be enacted into law. The bill giving the Secretary 
of War authority to assign a limited number of retired 
officers of the Army to light duty, has been incorporated 
by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs into the 
Army Appropriation bill and may become a law. There 
seems to be little hope, however, that the other bills af- 
fecting the Army will pass. The brevet bill, which was 
sent to the War Department last week, will undoubtedly 
fail, as many members of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs are opposed to it, but on what ground is 
not exactly certain. There seems to be little prospect 
that any of the bills introduced in the Senate and House 
giving an advanced grade to Army officers on the retired 
list who served in the Civil War and who were not pro- 
moted with a view to their retirement, will pass this 
Congress, although there seems to be no definite opposi- 
tion to the measure in a general sense. The trouble is 
that the bills have no one who seems particularly inter- 
ested in pushing them through Congress. It is frankly 
admitted that the arguments for a bill of this character 
are cogent, but there is always something more pressing 
which demands the attention of the committees. How- 
ever, it is yet possible that the matter will be covered 
in the Army Appropriation bill; if it is not, its chances 
are slim. 

The War Department is exceedingly interested in the 
fate of the bill for the increase in the Army Corps of 
Engineers and in the Medical Department. What is said 
in connection with the bill to promote retired Civil War 
veterans must be repeated in connection with these two 
bills. Unless they are added to the Army Appropriation 
bill by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs they 
have little chance of passing Congress this session. They 
may pass one branch of . but in the rush of ap- 


propriation bille and legislation in which individual Con- 
gtessmen are interested, it would seem probable that they 
will be passed over. So much opposition has developed 
iu Congress to the bill providing for the consolidation of 


the Adjutant General’s Office with the Record and Pen- 
sion Office that it is not at all probable that it will ever 
receive any action in either the House or Senate. We 
learn, however, that this is an administration measure, 
and that Secretary of War Taft will probably support 
it next session of Congress if it does not pass this year. 
In the meantime an endeavor will be made to overcome 
the opposition existing in Congress. 

In the Navy all hope has been abandoned by the ad- 
vocates of a Naval General Staff that legislation pro- 
viding for such an organization will be had this year. 
The matter will, undoubtedly, be taken up by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs and the views of the indi- 
vidual officers will be solicited, but it may be stated with 
certainty that no bill providing for a General Staff will 
pass this session of Congress. Nor will Congress do any- 
thing this year in the way of providing legislation for ad- 
vanced grade for Navy officers who served in the Civil 
War and were retired without the advanced grade now 
given Civil War veterans with creditable records. This 
question will, however, be taken up next session and 
something definite will be done, if the promises of promi- 
nent Congressmen, made so far ahead, can be considered 
reliable.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Press despatches from Manila state that Corporal 
Ayala, the ringleader of the constabulary force which re- 
cently revolted and deserted from Vigan, Island of Lu- 
zon, has been captured, convicted and sentenced to death. 
Very few of the men who deserted their posts remain 
uneaptured, and most of the arms and ammunition taken 
with them have been recovered. A reward of $2,500 has 
been offered for the capture of Ricarte, the revolutionist 
leader. 

In reply to a cablegram from Senor Tavera, a native 
member of the Philippine Civil Commission, congratu- 
lating him upon his induction into office as Secretary of 
War and asking his help in obtaining free entry into the 
United States for tobacco products from the islands, 
Secretary Taft on Feb. 18 sent the following: “Will do 
everything possible for such legislation this session. If not 
successful, shall continue efforts. The justice of our 
cause will triumph in the end.” 

In the course of a lecture delivered in New York on 
the evening of Feb. 19 by Judge Charles E. Magoon, law 
officer of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War De- 
partment, the speaker noted a great change in popular 
sentiment concerning the Philippine project. “The op- 
position to that undertaking,” said Judge Magoon, “is 
passing away and sentiment is turning to the United 
States, and the people possessing it are rallying around 
the flag of the Union, as the outward sign of the inward 
faith which now pervades them. Pre-eminent among 
those whose efforts accomplished great achievements in 
the Philippines, stand William McKinley, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Elihu Root and William H. Taft.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Comdr. Martin Ellsworth Hall, U.S.N., retired, died 
at the United States Naval Hospital, Norfolk, Va., Feb. 
21 of Bright’s disease. He was visiting with his wife 
in Isle of Wight county, when on Feb. 20 his condi- 
tion became so grave that he was taken to the hospital 
for treatment. Commander Hall was the inventor of a 
torpedo and other military devices. He entered the U. 
S. Naval Academy Sept. 19, 1865, and after graduation 
in 1869 he served on various ships. He had the Pensa- 
cola when it carried Professor Todd and a party upon 
an eclipse expedition to Africa in 1890. In 1896 and 
1897 he was on duty at the naval ordnance proving 
ground at Indian Head. He was retired June 30, 1900. 
During the Spanish War he commanded the monitor 
Catskill, and later he served as executive officer on the 
New Orleans in the Philippines, and as commanding 
officer of the Culgoa. He was buried with full military 
honors at Arlington on Feb. 25, six of his classmates 
at Annapolis officiating as pallbearers. He was a great- 
grandson of Oliver Ellsworth, former Chief Justice of 
the United States. Since his retirement he had made 
his home in Lowell, Mass. He is survived by a widow 
and four children. 


Comdr. William P. Randall, U.S.N., retired, died at 
New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 21, aged seventy-one years. 
In 1861 he was about to sail in command of a whale- 
ship when the war commenced. He was furnished with 
a certificate signed by the president of every insurance 
office in the city to the effect that their offices would in- 
sure any vessel under his command at the lowest rates 
of insurance, and without further indorsement he was 
appointed an acting master in the U.S. Navy July 24, 
1861, and ordered to the U.S.S. Cumberland. He served 
on that ship at the capture of Forts Clarke and Hatter- 
as, and afterwards im the engagement with the Merrimac 
at Newport News, March 8, 1862, at which time he had 
command of the after-pivot gun (which was the last 
gun fired from that ship). May 28, 1872, he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Volunteer lieutenant, and ordered 
to the gunbort Port Royal, Comdr. George W. Morris, 
which vessel cid good service on the James river through 
the summer of 1862, and joined the expedition in the 
fall of that year. In January, 1863, he was ordered to 
commanded the U.S. bark Pursuit, and commanded this 
vessel until August 12, 1864, when he was detached and 
ordered to command the U.S. bark Restless.

tween the Cumberland and Merrimac, but obtaining per- 
mis from Washington fer examination, he presented 
hi the second time, Nev. 22, 1866, and on Dec. 7, 
1866, received an appointment as acting master on tem- 
porary service, and was ordered to the U.S. steamer 
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Peoria, which vessel went to the West Indies and re- 
turned with yellow fever on board. He was

Spencer Irving, Iloilo, P.I., and another daughter is at 
home with her father. She was a sister of Mr. Richard 
L .Woolsey, of the U.S.Q.M. Dept., at Des Moines, la. 

Major Arthur McClellan. brother of the late Gen. 
George B. McClellan, died Feb. 22 at Drifton, Pa. Ma- 
jor McClellan enlisted as a private in 1861. Several 
months later he was promoted to a captaincy, and was 
assigned to General McClellan’s staff. He was with the 
Army of the Potomac during its campaign, and took 
part in all the battles in which it was engaged. After 
the retirement of General McClellan he was transferred 
to the staff of Gen. John Sedgwick, of the 6th Army 
Corps. He was with General Sedgwick when the latter 
was killed. Then he was assigned to the staff of Gen. 
Horatio Wright, whom he served until the close of the 
war. In 1864 Captain McClellan was breveted major, 
in recognition of his distinguished services to the Union. 
At the close of the war he was breveted lieutenant colo- 
nel, then colonel, and was present when General Lee 
surrendered. One of his nephews is Mayor McClellan, 
of New York. Major McCleHan was graduated from 
the University of Pennsylvania in 1855. He was un- 
married. 

James P. Lee, the inventor of the Lee-Metford and 
other magazine rifles, died at Branford, Conn., on Feb. 
2 He was born in Scotland, Aug. 9, 1831, but moved 
to Canada, in 1836, where he was educated in Galt, Ont. 
When a young man he was wounded in the left heel 
by the accidental discharge of a gun while he was ex- 
perimenting and this injury always compelled him to 
earry a crutch.

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THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has de- 
cided to incorporate in the Army Appropriation bill a 
provision authorizing the Secretary of War to give active 
duty to officers on the retired list. It will he practically 
the same as the bill prepared by the General Staff of the 
Army and introduced in Congress, except that it will 
be condensed. Under its terms the Secretary will have 
the power to give active duty such as recruiting, etc., to 
two hundred and fifty retired officers in time of peacr 
but it will not limit the number in time of war. It is 


believed that the incorporation of this measure in the 
Army bill will greatly improve its chances of passing. 

Mr. Proctor has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Fortifications Appropriation bill, to 
appropriate $20,000 to enable the Secretary of War to 
make a test to determine the destructive effect of the 
Isham shell. 

Mr, Gallinger has submitted to the Senate an intend- 
ed amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill, to allow 
commutation of quarters to all commissioned and war- 
rant officers of the Navy serving on shore and not occu- 
pying public quarters. 

The Senate Committee on Claims has recommended 
the passage, with minor amendments, of 8S. 4236, appro 
priating $3,831.72 to pay claimants for damages to pri- 
yate property by reason of mortar practice at Fort Pre- 
ble, Me., during the fall of 1901, as reported by a board 
of Army officers. 

The following intended amendments to the Army Ap- 
yropriation bill, have been submitted to the Senate: 
By Mr. Hevburn, to appropriate $500,000 to enable the 
Secretary of War to acquire a tract of land in Spokane 
County. Wash., and Kootenai County, Idaho, for a 
permanent camp ground. By Mr. Clapp, authorizing the 
issuance, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe, of forage and straw, in kind to bat- 
teries of Artillery and troops of Cavalry of the organized 
militia for the necessary complement of horses which 
may be kept and regularly used by them in the military 
service. 

The following intended amendments to the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill have been submitted to the Senate: By 
Mr. Gallinger, to allow commutation of quarters to 
civil engineers, assistant civil engineers, and professors 
of mathematics of the Navy, and fixing the allowances 
of civil engincers and professors of mathematics at the 
same rate as for navel constructors, and for assistant 
civil engineers at the same rate as for assistant naval 
constructors. Also to allow commutation of quarters to 
civil engineers, assistant civil engineers, and professors 
of mathematics of the Navy. : 

The House has passed S. 3800, donating gun carriages 
to the Connecticut commissioners for the care and preser- 
vation of Fort Griswold. 

The Secretary of the Navy has sent to the House an 
estimate of $3,050, to be included in the Naval appro- 
priation bill, to purchase the reversionary interest in the 
tract of land chosen as a site for the steam engineering 
experiment station at the Naval Academy. 

The House has published as “Document No. 7, 58th 
Congress, 1st session,” the letter sent to the Speaker by 
the Secretary of the Navy Nov. 13, 1903, transmitting 
a copy of the report of the board appointed to consider 
the matter of a site for a naval magazine on the New 
England coast. The report is dated “Boston, Sept. 10, 
1903,” and is accompanied by an endorsement from the 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance approving the site 
selected by the board of which Capt. C. F. Goodrich 
was president, and Commanders J. R. Selfridge and 
Alex. McCrackin members. This report is avcompanied 
by a map showing the location of the site. It is on 
Weymouth Back River, immediately north of East 
Weymouth, seven miles distant by water from the 
Boston Navy Yard and four miles from Nantasket 
Roads. The amount of land is 770 acres which is esti- 
mated to be worth $36,000, and can probably be obtained 
for $70.000 The other expenses of establishing the 
site are estimated at $465,000. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has recom- 
mended the passage of H.R. 3586, to provide for the 
retirement of petty officers and enlisted men of the Navy. 
It had the approval of Secretary Long, who in his an- 
nual report said: “I recommend that the law author- 
izing the retirement of petty officers and enlisted men 
who have served thirty years in the Navy be amended 
so as to include within said period of service all hon- 
orable service in the United States Navy and Marine 
Corps and Army.” 

A correspondent says: “In the Journat of Feb. 6 
your article entitled ‘Promotion of Veterans’ makes it 
ambiguous whether or not the cadet service is counted 
in computing the thirty-five years’ service of veterans re- 
tired before Aug. 11, 1898, as it does as to officers retired 
since that date. Please inform me accordingly.” In the 
case of Morton vs. U.S. (112 U.S. 17) the United States 
Supreme Court said: “Before the passage of the act of 
July 28, 1866, as well as afterwards, the corps of cadets 
of the Military Academy was a part of the Army of the 
Tnited States, and a person serving as a cadet was serv- 
ing in the Army; and the time during which a person has 
served as a cadet was actual time of service by him in 
the line of the Army.” The Army Regulations provide 
(par. 1461, A.R. 1902, and par. 1311, A.R. 1895), that: 
“In computing longevity pay, service performed as cadet 
at the Military or Naval Academy, or as enlisted men 
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of the Army and Navy, will be counted.” The Supreme 
Court has held that : “Acts authorizing longevity pay are 
remedial statutes, and officers are entitled to a | 
inte tion of them, the- used -being- given

intended.” The wording of Colonel Lee’s bill; con- 
sidered in the light of the decisions quoted, would in 
cate that if passed it would advance on retirement o 
cers of thirty-five years’ service or over, including 
service; and who served with credit in the Civil 
otherwise than as cadets.

THE CASE OF GEORGE F. ORMSBY. 

There is a dispute between the Navy Department 
and the Senate of the United States as to 
whether George F. Ormsby, who was graduated from 
the Naval Academy June 4, 1880, and dismissed as an 
ensign, June 15, 1889, was properly dismissed, Ormsby, 
who was a thorn in the side of the Department, charg- 
ing improper conduct upon Acting Secretary Har- 
mony and Secretary Whitney himself, was tried and 
convieted upon charges of conduct unbecoming ete., and 
disobedience of orders. The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the 57th Congress unanimously reported that, af- 
tor an exhaustive examination of the facts and the law, 
they “find that the trial and sentence of Mr. Ormsby 
was illegal and void,” because (1) the accused nor the 
charges on which he was tried were within naval court- 
martial jurisdiction as limited by Art. 43, R.S. 1624; 
(2), the disobedience and disrespect of which the accused 
was found guilty was not charged to be that made pun- 
ishable by Sec. 1624, Rev. Stat., and (3) the trial was 
conducted. in violation of Sec. 1547, R.S., there being 
no preliminary examination; (4), the court-martial lost 
jurisdiction over the accused by reason of his absence 
from its session while the Judge Advocate was present 
and presumably prosecuting or taking measures affect- 
ing him. In two communications the Secretary of the 
Navy, May 29, 1902, and Dec. 19, 1903, expressed his 
dissent from the unanimous conclusions of the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate, and held that Mr. Ormsby was 
properly dismissed. In a report, dated Feb. 12, 1904, 
the Senate Committee on Commerce now says: 

“A careful review of the arguments and authorities 
furnished by the Judiciary Committee’s report and by 
the communications from the Secretary of the Navy 
has convinced the Committee on Commerce that there 
s no escape from the conclusion reached by the Judi- 
-iary Committee, and that the proceedings of the court- 
nartial in the case of George F. Ormsby were abso- 
lutely null and void. This being established, the Com- 
mittee on Commerce find that Mr. Ormsby is in a posi- 
ion which not only justifies but makes it desirable that 
he provisions of Senate bill 810 should be enacted into 
aw. The bill authorizes the President to nominate and, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
reappoint F. Ormsby an officer of the Navy as 
if retired under the provisions of Section 9 of the act of 
March 3,.1899, and to detail him as aid to any interest 
of commerce in the mamer permitted by the act of Feb. 
26, 1901, for the detail of United States officers to quasi 
public institutions. [Act providing for the detail of 
officers for military instruction in schools]. Under these 
orovisions Mr. Ormsby’s services in behalf of the inter- 
ost of commerce and seamen of the merchant marine, 
with which subjects he is well qualified to deal, as well 
as an instructor on eommercial lines at educational in- 
stitutionsy'\can be utilized with advantage. In conclu- 
sion, the Committee on Commerce respectfully recom- 
mend the passage of Senate bill 810.” 

The Judiciary Committee in their report cited the de- 
cision of John Smith vs. U.S., 38 C.O., 257, to the ef- 


cusation with the same promeeness as is required in the 
Army, Art 67, R.S. 1342, holding, in their preamble, that 
in winning the Smith case Mr. Ormsby has rendered 

liarly great service to commerce and obtained judic- 
ial condemnation of a system which threatens to deprive 
the United States of the help of the best and most in- 
telligent seaman.”

DO THE ARTICLES OF WAR GOVERN MILITIA? 


To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The act of Jan. 21, 1903, divides all able bodied male 
citizens between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years 
into two classes—the organized militia and the reserve 
militia. Section 3 prescribes that the organization, arm- 
ament and discipline of the organized militia shall be 
the same as that prescribed for the Regular and Volun- 


teer armies of the United States. Section 9 provides that 
the militia, when called into the active service of the 
United States, shall be subject to the same rules and art- 
icles of war as the Regular troops of the United States. 

Section 1 of Article 1, of the Military and Naval Code 
of the State of Illinois (approved May 24, 1903), pro- 
vides that “all able-bodied male citizens of the State, be- 
tween the ages of sixteen (16) and forty-five (45) years, 
except such as are expressly exempted by the laws of the 
United States, or are State or county officers, or on ac- 
count of their profession or employment are exempted by 
the commander-in-chief, shall be subject to military duty 
and designated as the Illinois State Militia.” Section 
Art. 5, provides that “the commander-in-chief is hereby 
authorized to make rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the military and naval forces of the State, but 
such rules and regulations shall conform to the laws of 
this State, and as nearly as practicable to the regulations 
for the Army and Navy of the United States.” Sec. 4, 
Art. 3, provides that “the organization, equipment, disci- 
pline and government of the Illinois National Guard and 
the Naval Reserve of Illinois, not otherwise provided for 
in this act or in general regulations, shall conform to the 
regulations, customs and usages of the Army and Navy 
of the United States.” 

From the foregoing it appears that the State code of 
Illinois reduces the minimum enlistment-age to two years 
below that specified in the Dick bill, which would neces- 
sitate a re-organization or the rejection of any organiza- 
tion having such minors, should the order be issued, for 
the mustering-in of the National Guard into the Volun- 
teer service. 

Section 1342, U.S. Rev. Stat. provides that “the armies 
of the United States shall be governed by the following 
rules and articles:” (Then follow the Articles of War.) 
The fourth Article of War provides that “no enlisted 
man, duly sworn, shall be discharged from the Service 
without a discharge in writing, and no discharge shall be 
given to any enlisted man before his term of service has 
expired, except by order of the President, the Secretary 
of War, the commanding officer of a department, or by 
sentence of a general court-martial.”” Sec. 9, Art. 8, of 
the aforementioned code, provides that “an enlisted man 
may be dishonorably discharged by sentence of court-mar- 
tial, or, upon the application of any commanding officer 
when approved by superior commanders and the com- 
mander-in-chief, after an opportunity has been given to 
show cause why such application should be made.” 

So much has recently been written on the subject of 
“The Dependable Strength of the Militia” that it is my 
desire to secure the expression of opinions as to whether 
two great sources of weakness in our present militia 
system are not owing to the indiscriminate mustering-in, 
and the dropping-at-will, of men who enlist in our vari- 
ous State organizations, and the lack of any uniform law 
of government. As shown in the annual report of Sec- 
retary of War Root, the Dick bill was passed and ap- 
proved for the purpose of making the militia organiza- 
tions and the Regular Army a “homogeneous force,” and 
if the articles of war were the rules actually governing 
the National Guard, many of the abuses and defects now 
existing would be largely reduced, if not entirely removed. 
If the Articles of War govern only when the militia is 
mustered into the Service of the United States, what is 
the government of the militia in times of peace?

I have served in the German army and know what a 
“cheap food system” is, and I know also, “that a man 
put in good healthy surroundings may live a length of 
time on bread and coffee, which is the principal sub- 
sistance of the rations in Germany.” But I hope that 
the U.S. Army will not take the German army as an 
example end will continue to give us “enough to eat,” 
which we are getting now.

The Judge Advocate General of the Army this week 
gave an important opinion to the Secretary of War in 
reply to certain questions asked by the Chief of Artillery. 
After stating the questions General Davis says in reply: 
“Having regard to the well established policy of Con- 
gress in respect to the establishment of military office 
and to the grant of discretion which is conferred upon 
the Secretary of War in Section 7 of the act of Feb. 2, 
1901, it is the opinion of this office that that statute does 
not confer authority upon the Executive to increase the 
aggregate number of non-commissioned officers in the 
Artillery Corps for which express provision is made 
by law; but it does vest a discretion in the Secretary of 
War to adjust the enlisted strength of the several com- 
panies of Coast Artillery, including non-commissioned of- 
ficers and privates, to the duty which they are required 
to perform, and it is within the discretion of that offi- 
cer to vary the enlisted strength of the several) compan- 
ies of Coast Artillery within the limits so established. 
I must, therefore, give it as my opinion that the law does 
not fix the maximum number of sergeants, corporals, 
musicians, mechanics, cooks or privates which may be 
assigned to any one of the 126 companies of Coast Ar- 
tillery authorized. I am of the opinion that the maxt- 
mum number of sergeants in the Artillery Corps is fixed 
at eight times 126, or 1,008, and that this number may 
not be increased or exceeded. The number of mechanics, 
musicians, cooks, corporals, etc., authorized in the Coast 
Artillery, is to be ascertained by multiplying the num- 
ber authorized for each company by the number of com- 
panies in that branch of the Artillery Corps, and their 
assignment to companies is regulated by the Secretary 
of War, according to the circumstances ot each case in 
accordance with ‘the requirements of the ‘Service to 
which they may be assigned.’ ” 
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Now is the time to press the work on our Navy vessels 
building. The excuse for the delay in work has been 
that the yards could not get steel on account of the 
great demand for industries, That situation has passed 
away now and the Government. should take every means 
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ORDNANCE IN OUR NAVY. . 

A careful inquiry into the: condition of ordnance in 
the American Navy to-day indicates a very deplorable 
if not alarming situation, demanding the attention .of 
the Department. ‘The recent explosion on board the 
Iowa of two 8-inch guns, the second of the kind on that 
battleship to occur within a year, the failure of several 
boards to find any sufficient cause for these accidents, 
the depression noted both among officers and men who 
have to deal with these guns, and finally the remarkable 
order issued last week, not by the Department, but by 
the Bureau of Ordnance, in the form of a bureau order 
reducing the muzzle velocities of guns at navy yards, 
on board vessels in commission and at the Naval Prov- 
ing Ground, are enough in themselves individually, as 
well as collectively, to impress even the layman with the 
acuteness of the situation. 

To the earnest attention of the Secretary of the Navy 
and of the Bureau of Ordnance we commend this situa- 
tion, and in view of the further facts which we- have 
learned, we are coofident that the Department ‘will be 
convinced of the vital necessity for quick action to re- 
lieve a condition in our Navy which can only be termed 
alarming. 

It is the order of the Bureau of Ordnance issued on 
Feb. 8 and accompanied by a circular letter issued to 
the commanding officers of navy yards, vessels in com- 
mission and of the Naval Proving Ground, that moved 
us to’ this inquiry. ‘This, it is admitted by those re- 
sponsible for it, was issued because of the recent ac- 
cident on the Iowa. But what has not been made clear 
is whether this radical step backward was taken with 
the consent or even with the knowledge of the Navy 
Department. It is almost incredible that in this day 
and time the Department could have sanctioned such a 
blow to the fighting efficiency of the fleet, and it is equally 
difficult for us to believe that any officer could have is- 
sued an order so far-reaching in its effects without the 
full knowledge and approval of the highest officers of 
the Denartment. 

We have received the order and the letter of the 
Bureau of Ordnance accompanying it. The latter is 
purely technical in character giving the details for the 
execution of the order, calling attention to the fact that 
it will not be necessary to change the sight bar-mark- 
ings in the cold guns, but that corrections must be made 
in the new guns. The order is highly important and we 
publish its text, by permission: 

Bureau of Ordnance, Wash., D.C., Feb. 8, 1904. 

Bureau order: Muzzle velocity to be attained in naval

1. It is hereby directed that the necessary steps be 
taken, and instructions issued as soon as practicable to 
navy yards, vessels in commission and the Naval Proving 
Ground, to use hereafter, in the guns referred to, smoke- 
less powder charges only, which are assigned to give 
muzzle velocities as follows, viz:

We desire to express at the outset our appreciation 
of the facilities offered us by ordnance and other officials 
of the Navy in finding in the official records the facts 
herein brought out. 

At first glance it would appear that the above order 
was a necessary precautionary measure in view of the 
past accidents on the Towa and in the same first glance 
perhaps we are inclined to underestimate the fatal blow 
to the efficiency of the fleet which such an order deals. 
An inquiry, however, into the real effects of the order 
soon proves the error of this first impression. By its 


provisions the order reduces the powder charges of all 
the guns in the Navy so as to give théir projectiles from 
100 to 300 feet per second less velocity than what they 
possess at present. 

Another fact to be noted is that the order divides the 








to urge rapid work on the ships. 


guns into two classes, the first being those intended for 
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order, as we have pointed out, is the prevention of other 
accidents such as the recent explosion on the Iowa, which 
resulted in the blowing off of the muzzles of two 8-inch 
guns. Unfortunate as this accident was, we think the 
situation must indeed be alarming that justifies the 
wholesale reduction of charges for all heavy guns, not 
only old but “the latest type of high-powered guns.” 

It is a fact perhaps not generally known that the 
United States Navy was the last by several years to 
adopt smokeless powder for use in the heavy guns. At 
the time of its adoption, the velocity of the charges for 
the guns then in use was from 150 to 300 feet per second 
greater than the velocity reached by brown powder 
charges. This being the case, what is the inevitable in- 
ference to he drawn from the action of the Bureau of 
Ordnance in reducing the muzzle velocity not only of the 
old guns of the class and age of those whose muzzles 
were recently blown off but all similar guns in the Ser- 
vice, the “latest type of high-powered guns” to that 
formerly attained by brown powder? If this wholesale 
reduction was necessary it is only another way of an- 
nouncing that the action of the Bureau of Ordnance in 
originally increasing the velocities of these guns by from 
150 to 300 feet per second over that attained when 
smokeless powder was used has, during the four years 
since the change was made, been an unnecessary menace 
to the lives of the men to whom is given the handling 
of these guns. It is indeed a tribute to the gunners of 
the American Navy—if the reduction ordered by the 
Bureau of Ordnance be a necessary precaution—that 
they have not long since lost their nerve, 

But there is another side to the case. If the increase 
of this velocity at the time smokeless powder was 
adopted was justified by the information then in pos- 
session of the Bureau of Ordnance—and we cannot but 
hope and believe that it was—then certainly some other 
explanation for the recent accident on the Iowa should 
be found and some other remedy than this wholesale re- 
duction of muzzle velocity in all like guns in the Service 
be adopted. 

Our attention has been called to the significance of the 
fact that both these inexplicable accidents have occurred 
on the Iowa and that no other guns in the Navy have 
so suffered. We cannot but recall in this connection 
the persistent rumors afloat, not only at the Navy De- 
partment, but throughout the Service, that this lot of 
guns was built of forgings which three boards of officers, 
after careful examination, had rejected, Nor did any 
board of officers, according to these reports, ever approve 
the forgings in these guns. We have not the records at 
hand, but certainly they should show the error or cor- 
rectness of this very serious charge. 

We fail to find in the bursting of the three old guns, 
designed at the outset for brown powder, justification 
for the order of the Bureau of Ordnance directing a re- 
duction in the powder charges of the new type high- 
powered guns of 100 feet per second. Had there been 
any accidents with these new guns resulting from the 
use of smokeless powder such reduction might be war- 
canted, but it appears to us most unwarranted and a 
most unnecessary blow to fleet efficiency in the absence 
of such accidents. 

The popular belief that the guns of the American 
Navy were the best in the world or “as good” is not 
borne out by an investigation of the records of our own 
and foreign navies. For example, the most modern 
naval ordvance in our service was, in its striking force, 
notably behind that of foreign ordnance even before the 
reduction in velocity was ordered. If we compare one 
of our newest 12-inch guns with a foreign gun of similar 
caliber, but from two to four years older, we find a 
deplorable inferiority. A modern 12-inch gun of the 
kind manufactured at the Naval Gun Factory, Wash- 
ington, was designed for a velocity of about 2,800 feet 
per second and a muzzle energy of about 46,000 tons. 
The recent order reduces it to a velocity of 2,700 feet, 
und to a muzzle energy of about 43,000 tons, a loss of 
over 3,000 tons. The velocity of a Canet gun, tested in 
1901, is from 2,900 to 3,200 feet per second. It has a 
triking force of from 51,600 to 53,500 tons. This shows 
that a Canet gun built and tested three years ago has 
a striking force of from 5,300 to 7,500 tons greater than 
that for which our modern guns were designed, and 
f from about 8,600 to 10,500 tons greater than our guns 
will possess now that the charges are to be reduced. 
The same striking differences may be noticed between the 
velocity and muzzle energy of our most modern 
guns of smaller caliber and those of foreign navies built 
several years ago. In Krupp guns there are three types 
with a striking force of from 52,200 to 59,200 tons, or 
from 6,000 to 13,000 tons greater than the new high- 
powered guns in the American Navy have. With the 
reduced charge the increase runs up from 9,300 to 16,300 
rons. 

There seems to be but one answer to the question of 
the meaning of this superiority in striking force of 
13,000 tons in foreign guns over our own. It means 
simply that foreign navies have guns tested several 
years ago which to-day are 25 per cent. more powerful 
than the guns which are being built to-day. This de- 
plorable superiority in striking force will be increased 
to 16,000 when the order reducing the charges goes into 
effect. We must then admit that our most modern guns 
are 33 per cent. less effective than British, German or 
French guns built in 1901 and 1902. 

We cannot conclude this statement on the ordnance 


situation in our Navy without recalling the contention 
so frequently made by some of the best informed ord- 
nance experts in the Navy that the present form of 
powder charges used in our Navy is both erratic and 
dangerous in its action. There are many officers in the 
Service who for some time, but with no effect, have urged 
that the method of putting up heavy charges, generally 
adopted in European navies, be substituted for the pres- 
ent antiquated system in use in the United States service. 

It has been no pleasant discovery, this startling array 
of facts which has come to us in response to our in- 
quiries into the condition of our naval ordnance. But 
the situation appears to be one of such extreme gravity 
that we have felt it our certain duty to the Service 
publicly to call it to the attention of the Department 
and of the Navy generally.

PLAN FOR NAVAL REORGANIZATION. 


Keen “interest has been aroused in Navy circles by 
the news that Lieut. Comdr. H. C. Poundstone, now on 
duty at the New York Navy Yard, has submitted to the 
board of officers appointed to consider the engineering 
situation in the Navy, of which Rear Admiral George 
A. Converse is president, a plan for a partial reorganiza- 
tion of the Navy Department. It is deemed unwise to 
make the plan public for the present, but it is 
being passed.around among the officers of the Navy De- 
partment for consideration and comment. It is proposed 
to provide for the appointment of three vice admirals in 
the Navy, and to re-establish the Engineer Corps in a 
modified form. Commander Poundstone would have 
Navy officers showing special aptitude for engineering, 
at certain points in their naval career devote themselves 
exclusively to engineering, retaining their places in the 
line and doing sea duty. It is suggested that they be 
allowed additional remuneration. 

Commander Poundstone by no means stands alone m 
the opinion that some immediate change is necessary in 
the present system of designating Navy officers for 
engineer duty, and that without some change the Navy 
will in a short time be without the engineers necessary 
to run the ships. In some quarters there is a strong 
sentiment in favor of reviving tae old Engineer Corps 
just as it was. Other officers favor the establishment 
of a distinct corps, but one whose members shall not be 
diverted from the line. A third element in the Navy does 
not take such a gloomy view of the situation. Rear 
Admiral Rae, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing, does not think the situation in his department 
serious, but he believes the system should be given 
further trial and that later on it will prove beyond a 
doubt its superiority over any system yet tried. There 
are many other officers who, like Admiral Rae, are in 
favor of having every officer in the Navy prepared as an 
all around good engineer. In this connection a high 
official of the Navy Department said this week: “We 
have a splendidly equipped engineer school on our first 
torpedoboat flotilla which has gone to the Asiatic Sta- 
tion. Every officer on each of those destroyers is a 
good engineer, and he is getting the kind of actual ser- 
vice in the engine room which makes the best engineers. 
Moreover, it is the effort to give the same training on 
our battleships. ‘The effects of this have already been 
excellent, and in time I believe it will be found that this 
system is satisfactory.” 

Capt. Willard H. Brownson is quoted as saying that 
the course prescribed for every midshipman in engineer- 
ing to-day is better than that formerly taken by those 
who expected to enter the Engineer Corps. Professor 
Barton of the Naval Academy, who has charge of this 
work, is quoted as saying exactly the same thing. 

Despite these conclusions in favor of making every 
officer an engineer there is a strong sentiment in the 
Navy in favor of the re-establishment of the old corps 
and it is impossible to predict what will be the action of 
Congress in case it should be decided to bring the matter 
before that body. Meanwhile the board is still ready 
to receive suggestions. Commander Poundstone’s paper 
has not yet been shown to the Secretary, though it has 
been pretty generally circulated among officers at the 
Department.

An enlisted man of the Army writes a long and 
highly intelligent letter complaining that in many parts 
of the country a private soldier in uniform is subjected 
to such indignities at the hands of the public that he has 
to wear civilan attire in order to be sure of decent treat- 
ment. “This,” says our correspondent, “is especially 
true in the larger cities. No doubt the people at large 
take it for granted because, unfortunately, some 
men in the Service make grievous mistakes and disgrace 
themselves as well as the uniform they wear, that the 
entire uniformed force are the same, and are to be 
shunned and trodden upon for fear that they (the 
people) might be contaminated in some way. I have 
tried to look at it in this way, that if a man conducts 
himself as a gentleman -he will or should be treated in a 
like manner, no matter where he goes, irrespective of 
garb, but, unfortunately, this rule does not apply in the 
Army.” No doubt among the ignorant and unthinking 
there is an unreasoning prejudice against a man clad 
in the uniform of the Army which is at once cruel and 
discreditable. The uniformed police force of a city does 
not suffer because of the misconduct of one of its mem- 
bers, yet the spectacle of a misbehaved soldier is often 
permitted to provoke expressions of contempt for his 
reputable comrades in the Service. Nothing could pe 





more unfair or more inconsiderate than this. 
form of the soldier is a badge of honor, of 
bility and of obedience to authority, and every se 
specting man who wears it is entitled to the 
and friendly recognition of all upright citizens. 
enlisted men of the Army average as high in 
manners and devotion to the urgent duties of life as 
body of men of equal numbers in any other voca 
and among intelligent citizens they almost invariably 
receive the respectful treatment which is their due. 
The letter before us is obviously from a soldier whe 
respects himself and his calling and who may be as- 
sured, therefore, that he will always be able to com- 
mand the respect of others. We bid him be of good 
cheer. For soldiers like himself there is a broadening 
respect and an increasing sense of appreciation among 
the American people. ‘Their presence in the Army is, 
slowly, perhaps, but surely driving the untit ones out, 
and the time is coming when the public at large will 
recognize the soldier’s uniform as proof that its wearer, 
measured by the Joftiest standards, is every inch a man. 
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Apropos to the discussion of the saber and revolver it 
may be well to note that of over three hundred Cavalry 
regiments in the armies of Germany, Russia, Wngland 
and Austria, every one carries the saber. Six of the 
English cavalry regiments have the lance in addition and 
seven others, dragoons, carry the lance in the front rank. 
The English find the lance effective against the wild 
tribes they have to deal with. Germany furnishes the 
lance to the front rank of her cavalry regiments. Austria 
has no lancer regiments and ‘Turkey only one. In Russia 
thirty-eight of the Cossack regiments have lances in 
the front rank; also the regiments of the guards in 
Germany the front rank of all the cavalry regiments 
carry lances. The lance was a favorite weapon of Na- 
poleon, and when he was exiled to Elba he formed his 
body guard of Polish lancers, Though the long range 
firearm has brought the lance into discredit and it has 
never been in vogue in this country, it retains its hold 
upon European sentiment; at least as a front rank 
weapon, The theory is that no cavalry, however armed, 
can successfully charge good infantry, who are prepared 
to resist them, and that the arme blanche has its special 
use for particular occasions. The revolver is as useless 
for long range fighting, as the saber or the lance, and the 
question is which is most effective in the melée. 
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We observe with a degree of interest which it were 
folly to attempt to conceal that the members of the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage Association, in accordance with 
a resolution adopted at their recent convention in Wash- 
ington, are about to take up the study of “militarism.” 
They will find the subject a fascinating one, which is 
greatly misunderstood, frequently misrepresented and net 
always dealt with fairly in the light of reason. We re- 
gret, however, that there are evidences at the very outset 
that the members of the association do not intend to ap- 
proach the subject judicially and with open minds, for 
the resolution providing for the study prejudges the 
whole question by describing “militarism” as “a menace 
to the Republic.” It is clear that this resolution was 
written with preconceived notions as to “militarism” or 
that the author has without authority committed the as- 
sociation to an attitude of hostility which it did not in- 
tend to assume. Unfortunately, therefore, we shall prob- 
ably be much less impressed by the discussion of this 
subject by the members of the National Woman Suffrage 
Association than by the number of their sons and brothers 
who are honorably serving or may hereafter serve in the 
United States Army. 
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A year ago a lieutenant of the British Navy published 
in the United Service Magazine of London some sug- 
gestions on the training of torpedo flotillas which it is 
well to recall now. He argued that as the work of the 
destroyers must be done principally in the dark their 
practice cruising should be done at night and they should 
enter harbors as much as possible by unlighted channels, 
or at least depend as little as possible upon the ordinary 
coast lights, so that officers will be taught to depend 
upon their eyes, the compass and the lead to find their 
way about. The preliminary training and marking could 
be carried out by day. In the official. report of the 
French naval maneuvers of 1902 this is said: “The 
defenses-mobiles are, above alJ, schools of pilotage, and 
not schools of preparation for battle; they have made 
what are mere accessories their principal object, and 
have quite lost sight of thé fact that they will have to 
fight almost entirely at night, while, as a rule, all their 
exercises are carried on by day.”

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ARMY MEDICAL CORPS INCREASE. 


While the bill providing for an increase in the Med- 
ical Corps of the Army, transmitted to the military com- 
mittees of both branches of Congress and published in full 
in these columns last week, is in the nature of a compro- 
mise between the r dations of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral and those of the General Staff, it bears the full ap- 
proval of the War Department and appears designed to 
meet the real needs of the Service. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral originally recommended that no reduction be made 
in the number of colonels and lieutenant colonels in the 
Medical Corps, while the Third Division of the General 
Staff, to which the matter was referred, recommended 


that the number of colonels be sixteen instead of twenty, 
the number of lieutenant colonels twenty-four instead of 
twenty, and the number of majors one hundred and ten 
instead of eighty-six. With the exceptions here noted, 
the bill now before Congress is identical with the one 
approved by Mr. Root before his retirement from the of- 
fice of Secretary of War, and in his communication en- 
dorsing the pending measure Secretary Taft explains 
that it is with great diffidence he differs from the 
opinion of the General Staff as to the number of colonels 
and lieutenant colonels required. He adds, however, 
that the evidence submitted by the Surgeon General shows 
that the number necessary for each tactical unit is con- 
siderably greater than that which must have been as- 
sumed by the General Staff, and he adds: “In defer- 
ence to the opinion of the General Staff, however, I have 
concluded to recommend a reduction in the number ot 
colonels and an increase in the number of lieutenant 
colonels, so that the bill should provide for sixteen colo- 
nels and twenty-four lieutenant colonels, and this I do 
after a conference with the Surgeon General who is will- 
ing to accept the amendment.” 

One of Surgeon General O’Reilly’s objections to any 
reduction in the number of colonels and lieutenant colo- 
nels in the Medical Corps was that there is a sufficient 
number of important Army stations, both in peace and 
war, to require the assignment of officers of those grades; 
another was that inasmuch as twenty officers in each of 
these grades is equal to the proportion existing in the Med- 
ical Corps of the Navy, the same ratio should prevail in 
the Army in order to enable it to compete with the Navy 
in obtaining desirable candidates; and a third objection to 
the proposed reduction was that the number asked for 
preserves the proportion existing in these grades taken 
together enjoyed by the Medical Department prior to the 
reorganization of 1901, of which they were deprived 
without a fair consideration of their needs and inter- 
ests, 

The Surgeon General pointed out that it was neces- 
sary to establish a proper flow of promotion beyond the 
grade of major and to offer a reasonably attractive ca- 
reer to the younger officers of the Corps and to candi- 
dates for admission to it. “A corps,” he continued, 
“which offers no higher prizes than a few colonelcies and 
lieutenant colonelcies, which will not be obtained until 
near the date of retirement for age, does not offer suffi- 
cient inducements to attract the class of men which is 
desired. For example, the Naval Medical Corps was for 
many years unable to fill up its number because junior 
medical officers were required to mess for the first three 
years with the midshipmen instead of in the ward room. 
And the Medical Corps of the Army, in spite of strenu- 
ous efforts to attract candidates, has been unable to fill 
the vacancies created by the reorganization of 1901 as 
soon as the injurious effects of that reorganization upon 
the prospects of the corps became known at the med- 
ical centers. In both services it has been found neces- 
sary to send officers to the medical colleges to make ad- 
dresses for the purpose of attracting candidates. The 
number of resignations since Feb. 2, 1901, has been a se- 
rious loss, being eleven as compared to one in the three 
years anterior to that date. It is a fact which can be 
easily demonstrated that the success in civil life of those 
who resign is usually greatly above that of the average 
practitioner, while in many cases it has been brilliant. 
Van Buren, Holden, Homans, H. C. Woods, Bartholow, 
Wier, Gouley, Dunster, Barrows, Hopkins and Wilson 
are examples.” 

In its review of the recommendations of the Surgeon 
General above outlined, the Third Division of the Gen- 
eral Staff approves of the proposed formation of a re- 
serve medical corps, which is one of the purposes of the 
bill. The measure provides for an increase of the Med- 
ical Corps from 32u commissioned officers to 450 commis 
sioned officers and the employment of fifty commissioned 
officers of the Reserve Corps. As a matter of fact, how 
ever, the proposed increase is more apparent than real. 
The number of medical officers now authorized by law, 
including contract surgeons, is greatly in excess of the 450 
commissioned officers and fifty Reserve Corps officers pro- 
posed. The increase is in reality a substitution of 130 
commissioned officers for that number of contract sur- 
geons, and the use of Reserve Corps officers if additional 
medical officers are required and provided for by Con 
gressional appropriation. In 1898 177 medical officers 
were required for an army of 25,000 men, and even then 
private physicians had to be employed at times. At that 
time there was ninety-three garrisoned posts. The Army 
has been increased fourfold and the number of garri- 
soned posts, including Alaska and the Philippines, has 
increased to about two hundred and forty-five. While 
there may be anticipated a possible decrease in the num- 
ber of medical officers required in the Philippines and a 
possible slight concentration and abandonment of a very 
few posts in the States, the latter will undoubtedly be 
offset by the increase in sea-coast fortifications and the 
attendant Artillery posts, The number of medical offi- 
cers employed at the present time is 497, of which 195 
are contract surgeons. It does not seem probable that 
conditions will arise in the near future that will call for 
a less number of medical officers than are at present re- 
quired. It does not appear that the proposed number, 
450, is excessive. 

With regard to the relative status of the Army Med- 
ical Corps and the Navy Medical Corps, it is held that 
the organization of the Navy Medical Corps, with which 
the Army Medical Corps competes for new members, is 
far more advantageous to young men, and such fact is 
said to be used by the Navy Medical Corps to its advan- 
tage in the securing of young officers. The facts given, 
which are based on actual experience, appear to show 
conclusively that the change of organization provided by 
the act of Feb. 2, 1901, has resulted, and will continue 
to result, in disadvantage to the Medical Corps of the 
Army, and that the inducements which can now be of- 
fered to young men as to future prospects will not draw 
to the Corps or retain in the Service the most efficient. 

The review of the Surgeon General’s recommendations 








concludes as follows: “It does not, in the opinion of: the 
Third Division of the General Staff, appear probable 
that the number of medical officers required will ever 
be any less than at present, unless a future reduction of 
the Army is considered. Any material reduction of the 
Army would probably be accompanied by legislation pro- 
viding for any resulting necessity for reduction in staff 
corps or departments. Any moderate reduction in the 
Medica) Corps can be provided for by not filling vacan- 
cies as they occur.” 


WAR IN THE FAR EASY. 


There have been many reports from Russia and Jap- 
anese sources during the past week, but nothing indicat- 
ing any serious gain or loss on either side. 

As to land operations, the Russians are concentrating 
at Harbin and the Japanese in Korea, where they are 
reported to have landed at Chemulpo, Pigeon Bay and 
Talien-Wan, their base being at Chemulpo. Their army 
is being deployed between Seoul and Ping Yang, the ad- 
vance guard being still further north. The Russian vi- 
dettes are reported to have advanced as far south as 
Anju, about fifty miles from Ping Yang, a little east of 
north. They have cut the telegraph wires between An- 
ju and Ping Yang. By this time the Russian and Jap- 


anese scouts must have encountered each other. The 
Russians cros the Yalu at Wiju, about 100 miles 
nearly northeast from Anju. The number of Cossacks 
crossing the Yalu at Wiju is reported at 1,500. The 
Yalu is navigable for about seventy miles from its mouth 
at Cape Ovalnui, or to the rapids at Chan-son. The 
Russians are also reported to be concentrating troops at 
Posiette Bay, seventy miles southwest of Vladivostok 
and immediately adjacent to the extreme northeastern 
frontier of Korea. Their scouts are penetrating from 
there into Hang-yen-do, Son-chin and Wen-san. There 
are also reports that the Japanese have landed at Pol- 
sette Bay and that they have a fleet off Vladivostok. The 
Japanese have a good road for their advance from Seoul 
as far north as Whang-chu, about forty miles southwest 
of Ping-Yang. This road runs through paddy fields now 
covered with ice. The point of immediate contest would 
appear to be the road between the Yalu River and Ping 
Yang. The condition of the weather and the absence of 
roads in Korea makes an advance north or south very 
difficult, and it will probably be some weeks before we 
shall hear of any serious encounter near the Yalu. It is 
doubtful whether the Russians will make a serious ef- 
fort to dispute the passage of that river. 

The disembarkation methods of the Japanese at Che- 
mulpo are reported to excite the admiration of British 
officers as indicating an organization superior to that of 
any European army. The natural difficulties there are 
great. The harbor is intricate, the tides are strong and 
there are no wharves. The Japanese are provided with 
sampans for landing and extensive preparations are be- 
ing made at Dalny, Port Arthur, Niu-Chwang and Liao 
Yung to prevent a possible attempt to land at some one 
of these points. When Marshal Oyama, in 1894, led the 
Japanese army to the successful attack upon Port Ar- 
thur, he made his landing at Pi-Tsu-Wo, at the mouth 
of the Hua-Kwan River, and thence.marched down the 
peninsula, a distance of aboutjgeventy-five miles. 

Snows and blizzards on the Siberian road delay the 
movements of the Russians. ‘The stories of the priva- 
tions suffered by soldiers on ‘the military trains are de- 
nied. They are carried in covered freight trucks lined 
with felt, having windows cut in the sides and provided 
with stovés. Each car carries thirty-six men. The Ber- 
lin Militiir Wochenbiatt estimates that the trains east 
of Lake Baikal can move at the rate of only eight and 
a half miles an hour. It assumes the present strength 
of the Russian army in Eastern Asia to be 158,761 men, 
and estimates that it will take until April 20 for Russia 
to raise the strength of her East Asiatic army to 233,- 
000 men. 

A London newspaper correspondent asserts that sev- 
enty miles of railroad track and some important bridges 
have been destroyed between Harbin and Vladivostok. 
The Russians claim to have captured and hung three 
officers of the Japanese general staff, disguised as cool- 
ies, who were about to blow up the railroad bridge 
across the Sungari River on which Harbin is situated. 
Viceroy Alexieff Feb, 24 issued to the people of Man- 
churia a proclamation in which he charges Japan with 
having made a treacherous attack upon the fleet of Rus- 
sia while peaceful negotiations were proceeding. He 
ecensures China for not joining with Russia in attacking 
the destroyers and invaders and declares that while 
the people of Manchuria will receive protection, public 
officials will be held responsible for any interference with 
Russian troops or for neglect to aid them in purchasing 
provisions, and that persons will be punished who dam- 
age railroads, telegraph and telephone wires, or harbor 
“the Chunchuses, the red-bearded brigands—the curse of 
Manchuria.” ‘Terrible vengeance is pronounced upon 
those who interfere with the Russians and a report comes 
through native sources that a large village near the point 
where the attempt was made to wreck the Sungari 
bridge has been burnt and the inhabitants massacred, in- 
cluding the women. 

As to naval operations, in a telegram to the Czar, Vi- 
ceroy Alexieff reported at 2:45 a.m. on Feb. 23 Jap- 
anese torpedo-boats attempted to block the mouth of the 
harbor of Port Arthur by sinking old steamers laden 
with stone, and that the Retvizan, which was lying in 
the channel, aided by the land batteries, destroyed two 
Japanese vessels and “observed four steamers in a sink- 
ing condition and eight torpedo-boats departing slowly 
to rejoin the waiting Japanese warships.” Some of the 
Japanese in the sunken vessels were drowned: others 
escaped in boats. One of the grounded steamers was 
burning. An examination showed that the harbor was 
still open. He adds that there were no losses and that 
they were clearing the roadstead of floating mines. Ac- 
cording to another account, four or more old Japanese 
hulks appeared off the harbor with a Japanese fleet be- 
hind them, and ostensibly in pursuit. The Russians, 
however, suspected a ruse, and their ships steamed ont, 
sank the stone-laden vessels, engaged and defeated the 
enemy and drove them off. One of the sunken steamers 
is reported to be lying behind Golden Hill, one near 
the Retvizan and two between the entrance to the chan- 
nel and Liao-thie-shan peninsula. There is an uncon- 
firmed report that the Japs lost one torpedo-boat. Ac- 
cording to the reports the Japanese have made five at- 
tacks at. Port Arthur. 

It would appear that the Retvizan was not seriously 
injured, and she and the Czarevitch are to be tempor-

Secretary Hay has received information that Japan 
has negotiated a treaty with Korea whereby she guar- 
antees the independence and integrity of that countr). 
Russia has formally protested against this action. 








OUR NAVY AT SANTO DOMINGU. 


Following are extracts from a report made Feb. 12, 
1904, by Capt. Richard Wainwright, U.S.S.- Newark, of 
a reconnaissance made about Santo Domingo recently: 

“On arrival in Sanchez, at about 1 o'clock p.m., Feb. 
9, 1 sent officers ashore to ascertain the situation, and 
found that Morales had, about noon, landed about 15v 
men at the wharf and taken the city. The defending 
forces, to the number of 200 or less, took to the bushes 
and fired from the surrounding hills at any of the 
government troops they could see. In taking the town 
four men were killed and several wounded. On learning 
that there were wounded in the town I immediately sent 
a surgeon ashore, with his assistants, and he rendered 
great assistance in taking care of the wounded. During 
the fighting in the city, the daughter and. brother-in-law 
of the American consular agent were both wounded by 
the same bullet. * * * ‘ 

“Twenty marines were landed in the afternoon and 
marched through the streets in order that both the at- 
tacking and defending forces might know that they were 
in the city for the night. Later the marines were joined 
by a company of bluejackets,. ,Bverything remained 
quiet during the night. Very little firing was heard, 
and that well on the outskirts of the town. 

“Late in the afternoon of the 9th, the Montgomery 


‘ joined me at Sanchez, and I decided that she should re- 


main until affairs became quiet in the bay. She there- 
fore landed her marines on the morning of the 10th at 
daybreak, and relieved the forces on shore from -this 
vessel. * * © 

“Upon the evening of the 9th, I sent an officer to Mr 
McClellan to inform him that I wished to discharge the 
eargo of the New York, and that I would afford him 
ample protection in working his lighters and men. He 
agreed to start work eariy the following morning. As 
the New York had cargo for Macoris and Santo Domingo 
City, her captain wished to clear for Macoris. Genera! 
Macoris had declared the port of Macoris closed. Not 
desiring further complications, I directed the captain of 
the New York to proceed to Santo Domingo City first. 
which port was my next destination. President Morales 
in the evening informed me that he had passed a decree 
closing Monte Cristi and Macoris. I advised him to be 
careful how he interferred with American or foreign 
commerce, but did not question the doubtful validity of 
his decree, as there was a senior officer at Santo Do 
mingo City. 

“IT got under way at about 9 o’clock a. m., Feb... 10. 
leaving the Montgomery in charge of American interests 
in Samana Bay, and steamed directly for Santo Domingo 
City, where I arrived at about 10 o’clock on the morning 
of the 11th. The New York reported that she had entered 
Monte Cristi, having cargo for that place, but that 
General Morales had fired upon the lighters coming out 
to take his cargo. The New York went to Puerto Plata, 
where a written agreement was entered into hetween 
General Morales and the Clyde agents, that the cargo for 
Monte Cristi, with the exception of arms and ammuni- 
tion, should be deposited there in the custom house and 
later sent overland to Monte Cristi. 

“The whole south-eastern peninsula is in the hands of 
the insurgents and Santo Domingo City is surrounded 
and closely invested by about 1,200 men of the insurgent 
force. 

“Upon arrival off Santo Domingo City I found the 
U.S.S. Columbia, and at once reported to Captain Miller. 
The steamship New York arrived shortly after me. 

“The Columbia’s steam launch with a large United 
States flag on the bows went in to the dock, preceding 
the New York, also flying an American flag. The insur- 
gents from the east bank of the river fired upon the New 
York and upon the Columbia’s steam launch. After con- 
sultation with Captain Miller, and by his direction, | 
moved to a position directly opposite the river and 
shelled the east bank of the river in order to drive back 
into the interior all insurgents in that neighborhood, 
preparing the way for landing a battalion composed of 
the landing force of the Columbia and Newark. 

“The battalion, under command of Lieuntenant Com- 
mander Parker, equipped in light marching order, landed 
at about half past four. At a small town about half 1 
mile in the interior, the insurgents were found, in some 
force, under command of General Jose Tiburzier. The 
general was warned to remove his forces at once back 
into the interior, away from the east bank of the river, 
and that he should not fire on the town again from’ that 
side..He signed a second written agreement to that effect 
and at once callected his forces and marched his men 
into the interior. The landing force re-embarked and 
came off to the ship during the evening, leaving ten men 
under Midshipman Stark to guard some boats which 
had been beached and damaged to some extent, and which 
it was impossible te get off during. the evening. - ; 

“The following day the remaining boats were. hauled 
off the beach and hoisted on board. Two, a cutter and 
a whaleboat, are damaged beyond repair with ‘the ship’s 
force and material Captain Miller gave me Gentdes 


for Rear Admiral Wise, and I left for Guantanamo. I 
regret that there was not sufficient time remaining -tc 
permit me to visit a Haitian port.” 7 
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February 27, 1904, 


HOUSE DEBATE ON THE NAVY BILL. 


The Ifouse debate on the Navy Appropriation bill has 
within the last ten days been marked by some exceeding- 
ly lively passages. On Feb. 19, while Mr. Foss of 
lllinois, was speaking in favor of the measure, he was 
asked by Mr. Lawrence of Massachusetts and Mr. Rixey 
of Virginia, whether the Committee on Naval Affairs 
had strictly followed the recommendations of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Navy General Board with re- 
vard to new construction. Mr. Foss replied: “We left 
off the. protected cruisers, and in their place put one 
armored cruiser. Admiral Dewey was of the opinion 
that we ought to build more fighting ships than the 
General Board recommended, and for that reason the 


Committee made that change and substituted in place of 
the three protected cruisers one armored cruiser. ‘There 
is one thing that we ought always keep in mind—you 
cannot build a navy in time of war. When war comes 
you must fight. What would Russia give to-day if she 
could have her sunken ships? But it is no time now for 
her to build navies. I am not in favor of building up the 
Navy spasmodically, with a great naval programme this 
year and none next. I am not in favor ot a policy that 
will waft us one way to-day and to-morrow another. I 
am in favor of a policy along reasonable and statesman- 
like lines, a policy of gradual development and con- 
struction. 1 do not want a navy to brag about or to 
bluster with. I do not want a navy for any of those 
purposes, but 1 want to see our country strong enough 
upon the sea to ever maintain that calmness and that 
poise which becometh a great nation and a great people ; 
a little slow to anger, a little plenteous in mercy, but 
when she strikes may she ever have the power to strike 
as Dewey struck at Manila—for the flag and victory!” 

On Feb. 20, while Mr. Dayton of West Virginia was 
addressing the House in support of the bill, replying to 
au interruption by Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, he said: 
“We can very well afford to cut out some of the navy 
yards. ‘The object, the purpose of the Navy of the United 
States is to defend ourselyes at seu, not to furnish em- 
ployment for either our officers or our men on shore, 
save to the extent that it may be necessary. The New 
York Navy Yard is worth $25,000,000, and that is the 
amount carried by this bill, substantially, for the in- 
crease of the larger, the fighting ships of our Navy. I 
will join hands with the gentleman to-day, to-morrow, 
next year, in selling out the New York Navy Yard for 
$25,000,000, leaving us without that station.” 

Mr. FiTzGerRaup. “The gentleman would be very glad 
would he not, to turn all the naval work into the hands 
of the private contractors?” 

Mr. Dayton. “I absolutely deny that statement. 
There has never been a question on the part of him who 
is speaking nor, so far as | know, on tne part of any 
member of the Naval Committee as to the necessity of 
having these yards and the necessity of having all the re- 
pair work done there. There has been and there is to-day 
a distinct opposition to building our ships in the navy 
yards; first, because the evidence has come from the De- 
partment constantly that the work would be done there 
at a much greater cost, and secondly, because our yards 
are necessary to carry on the repair work. That is the 
reason of the position the gentleman now speaking has 
taken.” 

Mr. WILLIAMS, of Mississippi. “Mr. Chairman, I 
want to add that the most defensible of all these appro- 
priations are the appropriations for a navy. I do not 
see why this country needs more than 25,000 to 35,000 
soldiers at the most. I do not see why she needs all 
this money being appropriated for fortifications. In- 
stead of waiting until the enemy lands to devastate your 
shores and-to kill you or be killed by you, you should, 
so far as possible, sink him at sea.” 

Mr. Writram W. KircutIn of North Carolina: “I 
would take, if it were in my power, part of the amount 
necessary for the big ships authorized in this particular 
bill and build torpedo boats, these submarine boats, and 
I would build a sufficient number of them to put them 
in every important harbor of the United States. For 
one-half the cost of the ships authorized in this bill we 
could build enough submarines to protect every important 
harbor in the United States. For the price of one 
battleship we can build twenty-five submarine boats. 
No officer of any navy in the world would dare take a 
ship into a harbor protected by submarine boats. Ad- 
miral Dewey stated before our committee in the Fifty- 
sixth Congress that if the Spanish Government had had 
two submarine boats in Manila harbor, and he and his 
men had known it, the strain would have been too much 
for human nerve, and they never would have entered that 
harbor; and thus it would be. I believe that sort of de- 
fense to be the cheapest and_ most effective that human 
ingenuity can provide for our harbors. I also believe 
that if it had not been for great corporate interests de- 
siring large ships which require vast tons of steel and 
armor which they sell, the sentiment of the country 
would have been more in favor of defending our coasts 
by the smaller boats.” sa 
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SUBMARINE BOAT PROTECTOR APPROVED. 


The War Department has received the report of the 
board of officers, consisting of Major Arthur Murray, 
Art. Corps; Capt. Charles J. Bailey, Art. Corps, and 
Capt. Charles F. Parker, Art. Corps, appointed to wit- 
ness and report upon the submarine-boat Protector, com- 
monly known as the “Lake” submarine boat. The con- 
clusions and recommendations of the board are as fol- 
lows: 

For the defense: First and second: The board believes 
that this type of submarine boat is a most valuable aux- 
iliary to the fixed mine defense, and, in cases where 
channels cannot be mined owing to depth, rough water, 
swift tides or width of channel, it will give the nearest 
approach to absolute protection now known to the board. 
The boat can lie for an indefinite time adjacent to the 
point to be defended, in either cruising, awash, or sub- 
merged condition, by its anchors or on the bottom, ready 
for instant use, and practically independent of the state 
of the water and in telephonic connection with the shore, 
or can patrol a mined or unmined channel, invisible to 
the enemy and able to discharge its torpedoes at all 
times. It possesses the power of utilizing its engines in 
every condition except the totally submerged and can al- 
ways charge its storage batteries while so doing, neces- 
sitating its return to shore only when gasoline must be 
replenished. In narrow channels the boat or boats would 
have a fixed position with a telephone cable buoyed, or 
anchored at the bottom. In wide channels they would 





patrol or lie in mid-channel or where they could readily 
reach app vessels. 

Third: As a picket or scout boat, outside the mine 
field or even at extreme range of gun fire, telephone 
communication can be sustained and information. re- 
ceived and instructions sent for attacking approaching 


vessels. 

Fourth: The test at Newport demonstrated the ease 
with which the boat can locate and pick up cables, and, 
with minor alterations in the present model, junction 
boxes, etc., can be taken into the diving compartment 
and repaired at leisure while absolutely protected from 
hostile interference. The faculty possessed by the boat, 
of maneuvering on the bottom and sending out divers, 
leaves little or nothing to be desired in its facilities for 
doing this work. 

For the attack: The boat shows great superiority over 
any exisiting means of attacking mine fields known to the 
board. 


First: It can run by any mine field, as at present in- 
stalled, with but little or no danger from the explosion 
of any particular mine or from gun fire, during the few 
seconds it exposes the sighting hood for observations, 
and can attack at its pleasure vessels in the harbor. 

Second and third: The board per liy wit d the 
ease with which cables can be grappled, raised and cut, 
while the boat is maneuvering on the bottom; mine 
cables can be swept for, found and cut, or a diver can be 
sent out for that purpose. 

The board recommends consideration of the foregoing 
by the General Staff. The question of the use of the 
Whitehead torpedo as part of the fixed mine defenses, 
fired from tubes on shore, is now receiving consideration. 
Where channels are wide and water swift, this use of 
the Whitehead will be very limited. With boats of this 
type, the Whitehead can, it is believed, be carried with- 
in certain effective range in all ordinary channels, and 
this alone will warrant the consideration asked for. The 
board recommends, in consequence of its conclusions 
that five of these boats be purchased for use in sub- 


marine defense. 
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SENIORITY OK SELECTION—WHICH? 
To THE Eprron or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The principal objections to limited promotion by se- 
lection advanced in your columns by yourself and cor- 
respondents, are that it will kill ambition and spread 
discontent throughout the Service, work a hardship on 
officers who have served honorably for many years, and 
favor men with powerful outside influence. All of these 
abjections can be set aside and more valid ones raised 


against the present system. 

Promotion by seniority is based on the supposition 
that all men are equal and that the conditions under 
which all men enter the Service are identical, and it is 
enly when these conditions prevail that it can be a fai) 
and just system. A commission in the Army, however, 
is considerably a matter of chance, depending largely 
on personal influence in obtaining an appointment te 
the Military Academy, promotion from the ranks or an 
appointment from civil life. Men of wide diversity of 
military talent, mentality, judgment and adaptability 
thus enter the Service. ‘Then, despite this diversity of 
talent and capacity, priority of date of commission set- 
tles arbitrarily their rank. Promotion follows in course 
of time without any unusual expenditure of work and 
study. High rank is obtained by some senior dying, 
retiring for age, being dismissed or resigning, all a 
lutely elements of chance. Is this not a method to re- 
tard development and kill ambition, instead of stimulat- 
ing it? I have seen very little ambition displayed by 
either old or young officers. Most of them can figur: 
to the year the date of their next promotion when their 
last promotion is hardly dry on the records. I have fre- 
quently heard my senior officers boast: “There is no 
man younger than I am ahead of me. I can wait, all 
right. I'll get a colonelcy easy.” Is this ambition? 
Ambition! Shades of Columbus! The word is not half 
as well known throughout the Service as “Jack-pot.” 

One of your correspondents says: “There is little left 
for the many gallant and able officers over fifty years of 
age, except to wait for a toy from the Christmas tree to 
retire on.” It is because these men have waited, be- 
cause their ambition was killed by the present system 
and the old one of regimental promotion, that they fear 
to compete for promotion by selection. They fear to 
lose the rank they have inherited and not achieved. Ther 
is no reason to believe that promotion by selection mean: 
the selection of young men, but it does mean that the 
older officers must have the ability commensurate with 
their length of service or young men with greater ability 
will go ahead of them. If the older officers haven't the 
ability it is the fault of the system that gave them rank 
without any effort on their part, and their opposition to 
promotion by selection admits that they failed to ris 
above the faults of the system. Some have risen abov 
the system and by virtue of outside influence they have 
obtained remarkable promotion. The very fact the only 
reward they could get was this remarkable promotion ar- 
gues for another system, and a system that will place all 
on an equal footing. Every officer should feel that he 
can reach the next higher grade, if he has superior qual- 
ifications, before his senior with inferior qualificationx 
whether he has influence or not. He should, at any rate, 
always have the satisfaction of serving under his su 
periors in ability as well as rank, which many of us now 
have not. Most of the senior officers are the ablest in 
the Army, but some are the least able; yet the latter 
are as sure of high rank as the former. 

Limited promotion by selection is what is needed to 
keep the whole army at school, where you say Mr. Root 
sent it. It is needed to make us ambitious: it is needed 
to prevent discontent with the Service. It will cause 
every regiment to be commanded by a colonel whom the 
President can consistently make a brigadier general. It 
will give every officer the same chance for high rank and 
the best will get it. 

Vest the power of selection in the General Staff, which 
was ereated for the best interests of the Service, and if 
it is any force for the good of the Service it is fore: 
enough to keep out politics. I believe in its integrit» 
and have faith in its ability to distinguish the nonen- 
tity with powerful influence from the complete, rounded 
soldier without influence. Have every officer under the 
grade of colonel examined with strictest impartialit: 
when his time for promotion comes. If he fails to meet 
any one test let him be withheld from the rights of pro- 
motion for one year. Then, instead of his rights pass- 
ing to his immediate junior, let the General Staff select 
anyone under him for examination for the promotion. 

The Staff may select his immediate junior or an officer 
many files his junior, but it will be a better officer and 
a better soldier, and the Service will be infinitely better 
for it. . Juntor. 
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THE MODERN BUNDLE OF STICKS. 

We have all read of the oldtime fable describing the 
death of the aged father, surrounded by. his six 
sons. We all remember how easily the sticks were 
broken when separated, one by one, but I am afraid we 
are prone to forget that the sticks could not be broken 


when bound together in one bundle. That fable has 
had an application, diplomatic and times 
in our world’s history, and more once have great 
kings and conquerors found it impossible to beat a com- 


bination, after easily defeating the different 
singly. Louis XIV. his Blenheim and Napoleon his 
Waterloo, for these monarchs attacked their near neigh- 
bors, compelling them to unite in self defence. 

But in waging war in distant China and Korea against 
distant Japan, the smoothest of all modern competitors 
for universal dominion now wishes to break the sticks 
singly and at such a distance as not to arouse her neigh- 
bors to the full meaning of her intentions. But no 
thinking reader of history can be so blind as to believe 
that Russia will not immediately, if now successful 
against Japan, absorb Korea and China as far as Peking. 
And as soon as she has had time to recover and con- 
solidate her strength, increased by the addition of so 
many millions of people, Russia will again break some 
more sticks in Asia, and, in a few more —. will have 
there, as neighbors, only Great Britain, Japan and our- 
selves. It is possible that Germany will be kept quiet 
by a large bone to play with temporarily, and 
will not count, except to assist in paying Russia’s bills. 
Russia will always endeavor to play Seomeny and 
France so as to keep both silent spectators, if not 
acquiescent in her schemes for self aggrandizement. 

If the sticks are not tied together it cannot be many 
years before Russians will really be “At the gates of 
Herat,” and the British will have to fight for India. 
It is more than probable that then, very late, the English- 
speaking people will unite against the great white 
Czar. 

Suppose nothing of the kind should happen and that 
the British stand alone in the struggle, there can be 
little doubt as to the outcome of such terrible conflict 
and another tongue will be taught in all Southern Asie. 
It will be easy enough then for the Russians to absorb 
our Philippine possessions, for we will then stand alone; 
not having assisted Japan and the British, we will 
naturally iake our punishment for having selfishly held 
aloof from them in their day of trial. 

In Europe it is barely ible that Germany may 
obtain sufficient territory from the impending u- 
tion of the Austrian empire to enable her to stand off 
the Russians indefivitely, and thus save all continental 
Europe from falling under Cossack dominion. But it is 
more probable that by keeping the European sticks 
separate, and with France her compliant friend, Russia 
wil! shatter the power of the Kaiser and proceed at 
her ease tu absorb continental! — 

Will the Bugiish-epesking people interpose to assist 
Germany? The grandest magnanimity may possibly pos- 
sess us at that critical period, but it is too much to ex- 
pect, and one by one the sticks will all be broken by 
Russia unless enough of them take timely warning and 
by combiving themselves against the common enemy of 
mankind, put a limit to Russia’s ambition. 

If we see our common enemy approaching and destroy- 
ing us singly when, by uniting ourselves into one body, 
we can easily beat and, if necessary, destroy him, what 
manner of men are we if we fail to do so? And what 
fitter time to do that than the present when we can 
surely count on all English-speaking peoples, and when 
gallant Japan has already thrown herself across the path 
of that enemy which has never yet shown any mercy to 
the conquered and uses only as a weapon the gift of 
speech. Is not Japan fighting for us as much as for 
herself? If the English-speaking peoples of the world 
fail to assist the Japanese now they will surely and in- 
evitably regret their selfishness in sackcloth and

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THE EDUCATED SOLDIER. 


To Tur Eprror or THe Army AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Referring to the article, ““The Educated Soldier,” pub- 
lished in the Army AND Navy Journat of Feb, 6, per- 
mit me to say that I have never heard of an officer who 
made the least objection to the present educational sys- 
tem in the Army. In fact, all officers I have come in con- 
tact with seem to think it an excellent thing and es- 
pecially so for those who are inclined to slide through 
from grade to grade in rank without demonstrating their 
qualifications and rendering full service as an officer. 

I believe it would be an advisable and advantageous 
plan to make every lieutenant in the Army do 
“a quartermaster, commissary and adjutant, for at 
six months in each of these departments, and have 
officer do all the paper work himself, and not leave i 
clerks to do, and then when the time came for him 
the work without clerks, as it very often had to be 
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in the Philippines, he would not be “up a tree,” but 
would know how to carry out the duties until he could 
break a clerk in, and in the meantime the command de- 


pending upon him for supplies would be getting what 
was due them. The cause of a great many complaints 
by the enlisted men during our late unpleasantness, was 
due to the fact that the officers did not know what 
commands were entitled to; and if they did, they didn’t 
know how to get it, in many instances. It is really sur- 
prising to know bow little many of the captains and ma- 
jors of our Army know about the details of our 
departments, and in that respect they ought to be given 
a schooling in the duties of these departments: 
only way to do it effectively, is to make them do 
work. As lieutenants, they never knew it, and if 
lieutenants of to-day learn it, when they 
rank, they will be in a position to know what’s what, and 
will not have to trust to God for relief from unnecessary 
dilemmas, nor to a quartermaster or commissary, to have 
their commands properly supplied. 2

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The British torpedo-boat destroyer Eden, fitted with 
steam turbines, has recently completed her official full 
speed trials. The Eden is one of the latest 254¢-knot 
type of torpedo boat destroyers. On the official four 
heurs’ full speed trial, with over 125 tons load on board, 
the vessel easily attained the speed of 26.099 knots for 
the first hour, and 20.229 knots for the last three hours, 
the guaranteed speed being 25% knots, the London 
Times says. ‘The result of a previous four hours’ full 
speed coal consumption trial was that the coal con- 
sumption was within the amount stipulated in the con- 
tract. The main propelling machinery, which was con- 
structed at the ‘lurbina Works, Wallsend-on-Tyne, 
consists of three turbines, one high-pressure and two low- 
pressure, each driving separate shafts with two pro- 
pellers on each shatt. 

The Marine Rundschau, of Berlin, in its number for 
February quotes what was said of our Navy by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his annual message and gives a syn- 
opsis of the reports uf Secretary Moody and the chiefs 
of bureaus. 


The Italian battleship Italia is undergoing a trans- 
formation. The draught of the vessel, which was 31 feet 
3 inches, was a cause of considerable ditliculty in naviga- 
tion and entering docks avd harbors. In order to obviate 
the defect, a double external hull is being built at a 
distance of 10 feet 6 inches from the original hull. The 
beam will be increased to 82 feet, and there is only one 
dock at Spezia which will be able to accomodate her. 
Iron or steel is to take the place of wood in the in- 
terior of the ship, and of the twenty-four existing boilers, 
twelve will be replaced by fourteen of the locomotive 
type. ‘The secondary armament is also being changed. 
‘The reconstruction will be costly, and the ship is in- 
tended only for coast defense work. 

The British Admiralty is supplying the battleships 
now in commission with 14-inch torpedoes, capable of 
running three thousand yards, and experimenting with 
1S-inch torpedoes with a speed of thirty knots and a 
radius of four thousand yards 

The U.S. torpedo flotilla, consisting of the Decatw, 
the Dale, the Batry, the Chauncey and the Bainbridge, 
convuyed by the cruiser Buffalo, and en route to the 
Philippines, sailed from Malta Feb. 21 for Port Said 
and arrived Feb. 25. 


It is quite probable that something will be done in 
the way of inaugurating the work at the Olongapo sta- 
tion during the coming summer, or as soon as the 
probable appropriation for the work is available for 
the purpose. Subig bay is likely to see more naval 
activity for the next few years than it has ever seen 
since its occupancy by the Spaniards of long ago. 

Rear Admiral Philip H. Cooper, U.S.N., commander- 
in-chief of the cruiser squadron of the Asiatic fleet, re- 
ports his arrival at Shanghai in obedience to the De- 
partment’s orders, with the New Orleans, Raleigh, 
Frolic and Annapolis. 

The detachment of Lieut. Comdr. Frank M. Bostwick, 
U.S.N., from the Nipsic and his orders to the Philadel- 
phia at Puget Sound Navy Yard, marks the final act in 
the floating life of a vessel whose experiences have been 
notable even among notable vessels. The Nipsic was 
wrecked at Apia during the great hurricane which des- 
troyed the Trenton and the Vandalia, but the Nipsic 
was floated and steamed to Honolulu without rudder, 
stem or stern post, averaging about six knots an hour 
for something like three thousand miles. Since 1800 
the Nipsic has been at Puget Sound Navy Yard as re- 
ceiving ship, but will now be stricken from the Navy 
list and probably sold. 

The Alliance has been ordered to Culebra, where she 
will remain as the station ship. The sending of a station 
ship there and the intended dispatch of additions to the 
marine guard is in line with the Department’s policy of 
building up the station at Culebra, which is found es- 
pecially useful during the winter maneuvers, 


It is reported from Panama that the Concord has 
been in collision. with the collier Nero, but particulars 
have not been received at the Department. It is as- 


serted that the Nero was so badly injured as to neces- 
sitate beaching to save the vessel. The Concord was 
not injured according to the despatch. 
The U.S.S. Saratoga sailed from Philadelphia, Pa., 
Feb, 25, on her winter cruise. She will stop at St. Kitts, 
Thomas, Santa Cruz, and Puerto Rico, returning tu 
Philadelphia the latter part of May.

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. of 
which Capt. Henry W. Lyon was president, and Lieut. 
Comdr. W. J. Sears, judge advocate, for the trial of Gun. 
Otto Fries, on a charge of culpable inefficiency in the 
performance of duty. This charge grew out of the ex- 
plosion of the naval magazine at Iona Island, N.Y., last 
November, of which Gunner Fries was in charge, which 
has been heretofore noted in the Army and Navy Journal. 

The court found that the accused was of the charge 
“guilty,” in a less degree than charged; guilty of being 
negligent in obeying orders, and sentenced him ‘“‘to lose 
five numbers in his grade, so that his name will appear 
in the Navy Register next after that of Gun. Herbert 
Campbell; and to be publicly reprimanded by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy.” 

The Judge Advocate General in submitting the case 
remarked in part as follows: 

“The findings of the court In this case were reached 
without receiving in evidence the proceedings of tne 
court of inquiry into the circumstances attending the 
explosion at Iona Island. At several points during the 
progress of the trial the judge advocate sought to me 
duce the record of this court of inquiry, but the court 
ruled against its admission upon the following grounds: 

“1. That the proceedings of the court of inquiry could 
not be introduced for the sole purpose of refreshing the 
memory of the judge advocate (who officiated as such 
before both courts), he offering to testify as a witness. 
(Record, p. 42.) 

“2. That the record of the court of inquiry could he 
introduced only as evidence, and then only when oral 
testimony upon the points sought to be established there- 
by could not be obtained. (Record, p. 48.) 

“3. That the confession of the accused made before 
the court of inquiry in the course of his testimony could 
not be admitted because the court was not sutisfied that 
proper and timely warning was given the accused when 
his testimony was taken before the court of inquiry. 
(Record, p. 225.) 

“It is the official duty of the judge advocate of a 
court of inquiry faithfully to record the proceedings and 
the testimony taken before such court, and he must at- 
tach his signature thereto. I am of opinion that such a 
record is therefore admissable, as would be any memo- 
randum made by the witness at the time, for the purpose 
of refreshing his memory, whether or not he has an in- 
dependent recollection in the matter. This, of course, is 
a different thing from introducing the record in evidence. 

“Further, it would appear that this record should have 
been admitted in evidence under the previous rulings ot 
the Department, which were before the court, as soon 
as the court became satisfied that oral testimony on im- 
portant features of the case sought to be established 
thereby could not be obtained. The exclusion of this 
evidence, however, in so far as it operated at all, was 
in favor of the accused, and therefore, in my judgment, 
does not in any way invalidate the ~~ .ramaaend which 
appear to be in all other respects regular. 

“Believing that the penalty * * * imposed is not se. 
vere, I have the honor to recommend that the proceed- 
ings, findings, and sentence in the case of Gunner Oxo 
Fries, U.S.N., be approved, but that the reprimand Le 
dispensed with. 

“In this connection, however, particular attention is 
invited to the fact that * * * the court unanimously 
recommend clemency.” 

Secretary of the Navy Moody, in reviewing the case 
says: “The procedings, findings and sentence in this 
ease have to-day been approved by the Department, but 
that part of the sentence providing for a reprimand has 
been remitted.”

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


It is announced from Berlin, the Army and Navy 
Gazette says, that the retirement of General von der 
Goltz is much commented on in military circles, where 
it is understood that the resignation was requested by 
the Kaiser in consequence of an article the General had 
contributed to a British review some time ago on the 
luxuriousness of the German officer. lis retirement is 
everywhere the cause of regret, and is regarded as a 
great loss to the German army. It is further stated 
that there is much uneasiness among highly-placed 
officers, for further sensational resignations and dismis- 
sals may be expected at any moment. 

The Pekin correspondent of the London Times fur- 
nishes a corrected list of all the Russian forces at pres- 
ent east of Lake Baikal. They number 3,115 officers, 
147,479 men and 266 guns. The correspondent enumer- 
ates the officers and men of each arm.. 








The German War Minister, Lieutenant General von 
Kinem, made a confidential communication to the Bud- 
get Committee of the Reichstag on Feb. 16, according toa 
despatch in the New York Herald, on the subject of the 


cost of re-arming the artillery with the new model tube 
recoil gun. This communication is held in strict se- 


érecy, but he prefaced it by a public statement to the 
effect that the Ehrhardt new model (1899) had been 
found inadequate and that Krupp’s model (1900) was 
better. Two of these guns were tested in 1902 by an 
artillery commission and resulted in orders being given 


for several trial batteries, which were thoroughly proved 
under service conditions in 1908 and were found to be 
hearly perfect. The army engineers in the government 
Shops, the Minister added, had modified the Krupp de- 
sign slightly and had produced a compromise gun, which 


the Emperor would shortly test. 

One of the incidents of the war in the Far East is the 
advance in the price of hides and leather, due to foreign 
demand for army shoes and leather for army packs, car- 


rier packs, harness, saddles and other incidentals of the 
well equipped force in the field. ‘The war has a similar 


result upon the price of meats. It is estimated that up 
to Feb. 6 Russia had ordered six million pounds of mess 
beef of our western packers, and Japan seven million 


pounds of mess and corned beef. Estimates were asked 
by Russian agents for five million pounds of pressed 
meats for immediate delivery. 

The new British Army Council, under the reform 
scheme, has been appointed. The membership includes 
Mr. Arnold-Forster, Secretary of State for War; Lieut. 
Gen, Sir Neville Lyttleton, first military member; Major 
Gen. C. W. H. Douglas, Major Gen. Herbert Plumer 
and Major Gen. Sir James W. Murray. 

Lord Roberts, of Great Britain, has accepted the ap- 
pointment to the new office of Inspector General. He 
will hold the post probably for six months, when he will 
be succeeded by the Duke of Connaught, whose command 
in Ireland will be taken over by Lieutenant General 
trenfell, the commander of the 4th Army corps. 

Not less than 98 fortified places of modern type, some 
of them being nearly impregnable, guard at present the 
French frontier from Dunkirk to Nice. Most of them 
have been built since the Franco-Prussian War at a cost 
of 2,000 millions of frances. France has to appropriate 
annually from four to five millions of francs for the main- 


tenance of these fortresses. Of late there are not < few 
military men, and among them General Pierron, the 
former commander of the 5th army corps, who expressed 
grave doubts as to the value of this chain of fortifica- 
tions in tame of war. They point above all to the fact 
that it would take about 600,000 men to garrison al 
the fortresses, including Paris and Lyons, an army which 
would undoubtedly be of more value in the field. Gen- 
eral Pierron predicts a “total collapse” in case of a new 
war with Germany, if the numerous fortifications are to 
be retained. 

London Engifeering, in a special article, deals with 
the question of contraband of war, detailing the list of 
goods absolutely contraband. This list was compiled in 
1866 and revised in 1888. All the articles which, since 
that date, have been found to be useful in naval warfare 
must be added to the list. As an illustration, Marconi's 
apparatus and searchlight machinery may be mentioned. 
Among goods conditionally contraband are provisions 
and liquors fit for consumption of army or navy, and 
money. Although there is some difference of opinion 
among the powers, the international rule may be taken 
to be that the question whether coal is contraband or not 
is to be determined by reference to the circumstance in 
which it is found. 

The enormous burden Russia has imposed upon her- 
self in order to secure a foothold upon the Pacific is 
shown by the fact that her Siberian, Manchurian and 
auxiliary railroad lines compelled the expenditure within 
a comparatively brief period of some 800,000, rubles, 
or $400,000,000. To this is to be added the increased 
cost of the military and administrative personnel, the 
strengthening of the fleet in the Far East, the building 
of harbors, the erection and armament of fortifications, 
etc. Only one of Russia’s Asiatic governments pays its 
way, Bokhera being the only one that is not a positive 
drain upon the national treasury. 

It is stated that the British War Office is actively be- 
stirring itself to improve the existing model of field gun 
carriage. The South African War showed that British 
field artillery was frequently placed at a disadvantage by

used,

If 
so to whom should he apply and where? Answer: (1). 
You are entitled to make an application for discharge 
which may be favorably considered, if approved by in- 
termediate commanders. (2). Apply to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army for permission to appear before a Civil 
Service Board of Examiners. 


L. P. McK.—In answer to your letter we would say that 
no accurate decision can be reached on this ex-parte 
statement of the case.

ARMY OF THE POTOMAC.—The aggregate number of 
men furnished by the different States during the Civil 
War for the Federal Army was 2,865,028. The strength of 
the Regular Army at the commencement of the war was 
15,215 officers and men, There were enlisted between Ap- 
ril 20, 1861, and May 1, 1865 about 62,000 men. The greater 
portion of these are, however, included in the above 
figures, the States being credited with the number of men 
enlisted within their respective States. The deaths from 
all causes in the Federal Army during the Civil War was 
9,584 officers and 349,944 enlisted men, as shown by official 
records. The actual number, however, must have been 
larger, because many of the records are known to be in- 
complete. The Confederate Service has no authentic 
records of enlistments and losses. The number of Con- 
federate troops in the Civil War, however, is given as 
about 600,000. The records of the number of killed on the 
Confederate side are given as 26,720, and the wounded

A sentry having challenged a party 
appruaching his post, has been advised that they are a 
party of friends with the countersign and has directed 
that one shall advance with the countersign; what is 
the proper position of his piece, when this one advances? 
(2). Do sentries within hearing of the band playing the 
“Star Spangled Banner,’ halt on their ts and stand 
at attention. what is the position of their pieces, and in 
what direction do they face? (3). At “retreat” when the 
colors are lowered, do sentries halt on their posts and 
stand at attention? What is the position of their pieces 
and in what direction do they face? Answer: (1).Until 
the person is advanced the sentry’s piece is at a “port 
after which he assumes position most advantageous to 
him in order to receive the countersign. The position of 
charge bayonets is most generally used. (2). A sentry 
walks his post for the purpose of being constantly on the 
alert and “‘observing all that takes place within sight and 
hearing,” and should pay no attention to the band but 
continue to walk his t. (3). At retreat all sentries 
continue to walk their posts, At regimental parade, 
while the band plays the national air, the entire regi- 
ment should be at “attention.”’ 

co. E, 6TH MASS. asks: (1). What is the difference 
between the terms Colors and Standards? (2). How is 
the command “Ground arms” executed? Answer: (1). 
Colors are national and State flags as carried by dis- 
mounted troops. Standards are those carried by mounted 
troops. (2). To execute “Ground arms” no provision has 
been made in the D.R., but when necessary at the com- 
mand arms, the men step one pace forward with the 
left foot, bending both knees, allowing the piece to fall 
straight to the front from the order, and gently lay 
the piece on the ground and immediately resume atten- 
tion. The right foot remains on the line. 





ARMY CO-OPERATIVE FIRE INSURANCE. 


Capt. L. C. Scherer, 4th Cavalry, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Army Co-operative Fire Association, has 
favored us with a copy of the association’s annual report. 
It is a neatly printed volume of 100 pages and brimful 
of information, containing a report of the proceedings 
of the last annual meeting, a history of the association, a 
list of all members, together with the class to which they 
belong and their credits on the first day of January, 
1904, and the constitution with decisions thereon by the 
Executive Committee. Financially the association is in 
a very healthy state. The total amount in the fire in- 
demnity or reserve fund is given at $12,695.18. During 
the year fire losses, amounting to $941.20, were paid to 
six members. To members leaving the fire limits, $1,169.- 
30 was paid back and $115.50 to estates of de- 
ceased members. The total membership on Decem- 
ber 31, 1903, was 834, a net gain of 74. The 
membership now nearly equals the maximum which was 
950 in 1896. Last year the rate of insurance was $1.35 
1-2 per one thousand dollars. From tables given in the 
report recording the experience of seventeen years much 
useful information can be obtained. A total of $68,497 
has been paid for losses, and $12,788.72 to members 
leaving the fire limits. 

Accompanying this interesting report is also a history 
of the association. To Gen. Arthur MacArthur is given 
the credit for its organization. 

Not only is the rate of insurance very low, but officers 
of the Army who belong to the association have advant- 
ages in the society that cannot be secured in old line 
companies. Some of the rules governing their policies 
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would make insurance to Army officers prohibitive, even 
if rates were about equal. 

Captain Scherer writes that a copy of this report 
will reach the hands of every Army officer, whether a 
member or not. The general distribution of this report 
is made, he writes, with a view of spreading the gospel 
of co-operative fire insurance for Army officers among 
those who are eligible and have not yet joined, 

Seventeen years’ experience has proved that the plan 
proposed by General MacArthur, which resulted in the 
formation of this association Feb. 7, 1887, meets the 
requirements of Army officers. There is not an officer 
of the Army who has not property to the value of $400, 
the minimum amount for which a certificate can be ob- 
tained. His uniform alone is worth more than that 
sum. If he meets with a loss in that direction, whether 
in camp or garrison, it will be promptly met by the as- 
sociation. But it is the prompt payment that will often 
count in a loss of this kind. An association that appears 
to have been so well managed by officers of the fom 
for the otficers of the Army should have on its roll every 
commissioned officer of the Army whose property is with- 
in the fire limits.

Gifts that are meant for the permanent increase of that 
excellent institution, the American Library, are well 
and good; but that is a regular subscription library, one 
of whose rules is that no books are to be given away. 
On ‘the other hand the Manila Aid Society keeps noth- 
ing; as fast as it can it boxes up and ships off what it 
receives. 

The society needs books especially, up-to-date books, 
cloth or paper covered, books that donors themselves 
have enjoyed and wish others to enjoy; then the lighter 
magazines, from Harper’s down to the Black Cat, rather 
than heavy quarterlies, or fortnightlies. Some few of 
these of recent date will always find appreciative read- 
ers, but the chief demand is for the lighter literature. 
There is and has been a very scant supply for several 
months, and I hope a more steady and constant stream 
will begin to we in. 1 see a good deal of the Indies’ 
work, and feel that they deserve a hearty, intelligent 
and continuous support.

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE REWARDS. 


To Tne Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Dear Sir: The bill contemplating rewards for dis- 
tinguished service in the Army, .embodying the idea of 
the late Honorable Secretary of War, and recently in- 
troduced in the House of Representatives, is a step in 
the right direction and would serve admirably were it 
not for the fact that the same object can be accomplished 
much more simp!y. Let Congress, for example, institute 
a distinguished service decoration to be worn by the 
recipient as an irsignia on dress occasions and a button 
or buttonhole bow on others, and carrying with it brevet 
rank and an increase of pay. This is the entire matter 
in a nutshell. A Ist lieutenant performing distinguished 
service, either in battle or otherwise, would receive the 
decoration by act of Congress carrying an increase, say 
of 25 per cent., of his pay in that grade. When pro- 
moted to captain his pecuniary reward would still be 
the 25 per cent. of his pay of 1st lieutenant, unless he 
should perform some additional distinguished service 
while in the grade of captain, when his reward would 
be increased to 25 per cent. of his pay as captain and so 





continue through all subsequent grades unless he could 
increase it by performing some additional service. A 
recipient of the decoration would place the letters D.S. 


or D.S.O. for distinguished service order, to distinguish 
the initials from detached service or dental surgeon, after 
his statement of rank and arm of the Service. All the 
essentials of the bill now before Congress would be at- 
tained hy this method in a far simpler way and in a 
manner less likely to produce confusion and ill feeling 
than even its very guerded provisions of command, etc.

To tHe Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Will you kindly use your good offices in any proper 
manner to bring to the notice of the Honorable the 
Secretary of War, and to the Military Committees of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, an oversight 
in the proposed amendments to a bill, H.R. 7648, pro- 
viding for award of Congressional medals of honor? 

All concerned will hold with the Honorable Secretary 
that the Congressional medal of honor should in no 
wise be cheapened by the promiscuous distribution of 
such medals as rewards for those “soldier-like qualities” 
which may be adequately rewarded by the certificate of 
merit. 

Yet, by striking out the words: “and for other soldier- 
like qualities,” as has been proposed, Congress will have 
placed the medal of honor beyond the reach of those 
officers and soldiers who, elsewhere than in action, have 
in emergencies, and in the interest of the public service, 


voluntarily plunged into danger whence their return 
alive was chance. Such acts of daring are not performed 
in hope of the small monetary reward accompanying a 
certificate of merit, but from a higher sense of duty 
which money cannot reward. Is it adequate to reward 
this class of distinguished services by granting a cer- 
tificate of merit which goes out of sight into a safe de- 
posit box, leaving the example of that higher sense of 
duty to the service to be lost sight of to those it should 
teach to follow? Are sacrifices of personal safety of 
this nature, in time of need, and in the interests of the 
public service, unworthy of the medal of honor? 

There are now in the United States Army a smali 
number of officers and men who note with disappoint- 
ment the Honorable Secretary’s proposed amendment to 
strike out of this bill the words above mentioned. 

May not the medal of honor be awarded to those who 
in trying emergencies have voluntarily imperiled their 
lives for the good of the public service, whether such 
act was in peace or war? - 


JUSTICE FOR THE CONTRACT SURGEONS. 


To THE EpITor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL has always been fair 
minded and liberal on all questions concerning the Ser- 
vice, and as contract surgeons we ask your assistance 
and influence in righting some of our wrongs. 

Many of these so called contract surgeons have given 
up a lucrative practice in civil life at the call of our 
Government to fulfill certain duties and to receive cer- 
vain payments and be granted certain privileges, which 
agreement was broken to the letter by the party of the 
first part and these privileges of relative rank and quar- 
ters cut oft by decisions of the Comptroller. It is decreed 
for example, that the pay of a contract surgeon must 
cease during an illness contracted in the line of duty. 
Thanks to Surgeon General Sternberg, this decision was 
modified. There are other injustices, one of which is 
rebbing us of relative rank and standing, so that a 2d 
lieutenant born into the Army yesterday can seize the 
quarters of a contract surgeon of years and experience 
who has served through every campaign since ‘98. 
Thank the gods there are some fair-minded commanding 
officers who will not permit this to be. 

Has any periodical or newspaper ever told of the men 
who were sent out as inspectors through the cholera in- 
fected districts of Manila; men on whose knowledge and 
experience the city depended for its salvation, or who 
fought the dread disease in Samar, where the natives 
were dying by hundreds on the streets and lay unburied? 
Who was bearing the heat and burden of the day? The 
contract surgeon and the volunteer medical officer, who in 
most instances held a contract previous to receiving a 
commission at the hardest worked and most distant sta- 
tion, where one was cut off from all civilization, without 
mail for months. There you found the contract surgeon 
or volunteer medical officer. In the malarial and yellow 
fever hospitals of Cuba, in China, and in the Philippines 
the dressing station on the firing line, or on outpost duty, 
there also the contract surgeon was the man at the helm 
and, as was often the case, performing the finest opera- 
tions. How was he paid for this heroism, patriotism 
and self-sacrifice? Officers were allowed 10 per cent. in- 
crease pay for foreign service, and the private soldier 
double time and ZU per cent. increase, while the contract 
surgeon received no extra reward other than the knowl- 
edge of deeds well performed. 

The civil service employee has his rights also and can- 
not be deposed from office unless under proven charges, 
while the contract surgeon can have his contract an- 
nulled simply by acquiring the ill will of some one in 
power, and, be the annulment just or unjust, he has no 
redress. We are every day doing all the duties of a com- 
missioned medical officer with the same property respon- 
sibilities and under the same obligation of obedience to 
the Army Regulations. The Government cannot get along 
without the contract surgeon and will not be able to do 
so for years to come. Every other department has been 
enlarged but the Medical Department, and to-day new 
contracts are being made to supply the need in the Phil- 
ippines. Notwithstanding the strenuous efforts made by 
the several boards to examine applicants for appoint- 
ment, the Regular corps cannot fill the vacancies. Not- 
withstanding the credit which every fair-minded com- 
manding officer gives and has given the contract surgeon, 
the Comptroller steps in with a decision that a contract 
surgeon has no right to give a command to a nurse in the 
ward over which he has control. Shall I tell you what 
will happen? Every medical society, State and county, 
will disinfranchise the member who accepts such a con- 
tract, and to-day the medical societies throughout the 
United States, which owe their allegiance to that power- 
ful and influential organization known as the American 
Medical Association, will have something to say as co 
what its members may do or may not do. It puts a self- 
respecting physician on the level with contracts for beef, 
shoes or flour at so much money ner man. You may ask 
why we-accept the contract? Why don’t you get out if 
you do not like the terms? The terms were consid- 
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ered fair as regards pay and rank at the time they were 
accepted, but one by one they were taken away until 
nothing is left, and many of us would have been out long 
ago, but we gave the Government every thing we haa— 
practice, home associations, and future opportunities 
Our former practice is scattered after five years of ser- 
vice; other physicians have entered and occupied the 
land, and many who hold contracts at this time would 
find it impossible to support their families while building 
up a new practice. All we ask is justice and a recogni- 
tion of our professional abilities by a grant of relative 
rank and longevity pay.

PRIVATES ON RECRUITING SERVICE. 


To THe EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Will you kindly allow me a small space to speak a 
few words in behalf of the private soldier detailed on 
general recruiting service? We will admit that it is not 
so bad where he is stationed at a main office for a length 
of time, where he becomes acquainted with his surround- 
ings and can cut his actual living expenses, other than 
those the Government allows him, down to probably 
within a third more than in garrison. But I am speak- 
ing of the man that is detailed to conduct auxiliary 
offices, and probably kept out on the road for months at 
a time. The Government allows him $1 a day for hotel 
expenses, or if traveling, $1.50 a day. At the most he 
is not drawing over $19, and probably $13 or $15. He is 
compelled to be under greater expense than while in 
garrison. To be successful he must get around among 
the young men, be seen and make his business known. 
He should be as neat and soldierly as possible, should 
wear what is commonly called a tailor-made uniform, 
and should frequent places during his leisure hours, 
where he will probably get in conversation with young 
men that would be interested in the Army. I don’t mean 
by this, that one should visit dives, ete. But one should 
get around among the hotels, places of amusement and 
public gatherings. He must keep his clothing neatly 
pressed, shoes shined, be well shaven, and must pay for 
his baths and his laundry. He will be compelled often 
to pay carfare on the street railways; in fact, he has 
every expense of a person in garrison and a great many 
more, and these expenses are increased nearly 75 per 
cent. while out on the road. 

Now these are actual expenses. How is he going to 
meet them at $13 or $18 per month and have anything 
left for himself, if he cannot be allowed a small ex- 
pense account, say $12 or $15 per month? He is doing 
the duties of a non-commissioned officer. Why not re- 
lieve him and detail an old non-commissioned officer in 
his place? They draw a few dollars more and are better 
able to stand the expense. It is the belief of the writer, 
judging from past experiences, that they would meet with 
better success, as it seems strange to people that have 
no knowledge of the Army, that a private soldier should 
be out looking for recruits, when there are so many 
non-commissioned officers and officers.

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MAKING AMERICANS OF FILIPINOS 


The Santa Barbara, Cal., correspondent 
of the New York Sun reports that early 
in November ninety-six boys, from 16 to 
21 years old, arrived in San Francisco 
from Manila. The majority were Viscay- 
ans and Tagalogs of the middle classes. 
They came from places where the Span- 
iards had maintained schools, and each was 
selected by competitive examination after 
study for a year under an American 
teacher. 

For the support of each student the Gov- 
ernment allows $500 a year. Out of this 
all expenses, board, tuition, clothing and 
incidentals must be paid. 

The ninety-six boys were scattered 
through six counties, most of the towns 
and cities large enough to support graded 
schools receiving two or more. Santa Bar- 
bara is caring for seven, several of whom 
are in the high school. During the summer 
they will be moved to towns in some mid- 
die Western State, yet to be selected. 

“My first days in an American school 
were much more pleasant than I had ex- 
pected,” said one of the youths, who is 
studying in Santa Barbara, in the precise 
speech which all the boys use. “The other 
boys were most kind to me, for the teacher 
asked them to be good to a stranger. They 
invited me to join them in games, but the 
same were greatly rough, so I preferred 
to look on.” 

“And the girls?” asked the visitor. “How 
did they treat you?” 

“The American girls are very fine and 
beautiful. They made friends so easily 
that it nearly took away my breath. In 
our country, girls always wait for the men 
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to speak and smile and make friends. Here 
the girls do it all most freshly.” 

At first the Filipinos were inclined to 
take the flirting of the California girl 
quite seriously. One of the older boys ap- 
peared at the public library at the end of 
his first week in school and shocked the 
spinster librarian with this question : 

“Have you in the library any book of 
love and courtship conversations in the 
English?” 

The book was not available, and he ap- 
plied to the woman with whom was 
boarding for instruction in matters of the 
heart. She threatened to spank and send 
him to bed if he did not get to his books 
and forget the girls. 

Finally, some one supplied him with a 
couple of historical novels, which were re- 
plete with love interest. When he tried to 
apply the formulas and manners of the 
days before the Revolution the _ girls 
laughed at him, and he finally gave it up 
as a bad job. 

An effort has been made to get the boys 
interested in athletics. Only one boy of 
the Santa Barbara delegation knew any- 
thing about American games. He had spent 
some time among the soldiers, and in addi- 
tion to a vocabulary of army slang and 
cuss words had acquired marvellous skill 
in throwing n ball. 

As soon as he found that he could throw 
higher than any of the American boys he 
was the happiest youth in seven counties. 
He spent the entire recess period in throw- 
ing a ball into the air and kept at it as 
long as any one would watch him. 

Football was at once rejected as too 
rough and “disagreeable for the clothes.” 
At first they could hardly be persuaded to 
take off their coats to play baseball. They 
considered it undignified to run about in 
their shirt sleeves. 

Now they have formed a nine and play 
regularly every Saturday. They strip off 
their coats and waistcoats, but still insist 
on playing in stiff shirts and high collars. 

At least one of the Filipinos has begun 
to comprehend the American idea of a joke. 
As a part of a recent language lesson the 
teacher read the class a story and then 
asked them to repeat it in their own lan- 
guage. 

The Filipino boy was the first one called 
upon. With a twinkle in his snapping, 
black eyes he arose and began to give the 
tale in native Viscayan—his own lan- 
guage. 

In the class rooms, say the teachers who 
have them in charge, the Filipinos are su- 
perior to American pupils in everything 
that has to do with memory work. In men- 
tal work, however. they are far inferior. 
They have great difficulty with problems 
in geometry and fall down in all reasoning 
tasks. They draw better than the average 
American. 

They are skillful at manual training 
work, but do not like it. In the Islands a 
carpenter or mechanic belongs to the lower 
classes and his work is considered degrad- 
ing. These youths want nothing but pro- 
fessional work.

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ENTERTAINMENT IN THE NAVY. 


The personnel of our Navy is differently 
situated from that of other countries, dif- 
fering from that of Great Britain, which 
of all is the one most like our own, in 
that its officers are recruited from the 
country at large; but those two nations 
aside, the wardroom of the others is made 
up of favorite sons, and it would be al- 
most impossible for any of the “common 
folk” to enter without going before the 
mast. The United States officers are, as 
every one knows, appointed from the Con- 
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gressional districts, or, in other words, the 
people of the States are represented in 
the Navy proportionately as they are in 
Congress, the result naturally being that 
the greater part of the officers are men of 
ordinary means who rely solely on their 
salary for an income. It is true, of course, 
that some few have other sources of rev- 
enue, but it is equally as true they are 
greatly in the minority. With their sal- 
ary they are obliged to provide for sub- 
sistence, and clothe themselves, and enter- 
tain foreign officers on occasions as above 
mentioned, which is very necessary to do 
when fleets meet. This is an injustice to 
our representatives. Other countries make 
adequate provision for this in their ser- 
vice, but thus far that responsibility is 
shifted by our country upon the officers 
themselves. A better idea can be had of 
what really is an imposition, when one 
considers an individual case; say, for in- 
stance, a lieutenant whose only revenue is 
his salary, which in this case we will credit 
with longevity pay and make it $2,200 per 
annum. He has a family at home to whom 
an allotment of maybe $1,200 is allowed, 
and he, stretching out the remaining $1,000 
to meet his other obligations, a few of 
which include tailors’ bill for uniforms, 
mess bill, and laundry bill, not to mention 
incidentals and an occasional going ashore. 
In addition to all this he must meet his 
assessment for the ee H. Byrne, 
formerly of the U.S.N., in Harper’s 
Weekly. 





SOMEWHAT SARCASTIC. 
“It is a curious circumstance,” says 
ARMY AND Navy Journat of the United 


States, “that while joint maneuvers of the 
Army and Navy have become a permanent 
feature of our yearly military program, 
the idea of conducting such evolutions in 
England is only just beginning to engage 
the attention of the British Government.” 
I should very much like to persuade _ 
self that so important a matter has really 
begun to “engage the attention” of our 
mandarins. Actually I doubt the question 
having developed beyond a purely nebulous 
stage. But we have no right to complain. 
Military reform is progressing apace. The 
Army Service Corps has been given a
